The date of June 21, 2010, is now behind us. Summer has 
officially begun, though, of course, the weather has felt more 
than summerlike for weeks now. The World Cup tournament 
is in full swing. This is the 29th summer that the Chronicle has 
been published. The first issue was published the first week 
of September 1981. The paper was biweekly until September 
1988. Those first summers, I was terror-stricken and panicked 
because I constantly worried about the paper - and because I 
was always that way back then. 

After the first two or three years of publication, though I 
was still stretched as tightly as a thin metal wire that is right 
on the verge of snapping, almost everyone else who was still 
involved with the paper had calmed down to varying degrees. 
By the summer of, say, 1985, when the Chronicle was almost 
four years old, most of the staff had stopped worrying that 
the paper could and would die and disappear in the snap of 
the second it takes lightning to streak across the sky during a 
storm. They didn’t worry that all our work and all the time we 
had invested would disappear so quickly, with barely a whisper 
of smoke left behind. 

In those times, Austin would dramatically and notice- 
ably slow down during the summer. The university and the 
Legislature, among the biggest employers in town, were both 
seasonal in terms of workload and attendance. The biweekly 
publishing schedule, combined with putting out smaller issues 
because of the seasonal slowdown, made summers sweeter 
and easier for most of the staff. It was like a cartoon where the 
speed of daily life was cranked down almost to slow motion, 


as, figuratively, it was a time to slowly sip mint 
juleps - or straight Southern Comfort on the 
rocks - as one gently rocked on the front porch. 
More literally, there was still lots of time spent 
in dirty, dank clubs, listening to loud music and 
hanging out in grungy, tired apartments where some 
drank too much and where their and others’ intake of 
other substances was just as substantial. 

I was hunched over, worried sick, in the middle of an eight- 
to- 10-year bad mood that encased me, hanging over my head 
while spreading forth in any direction it could find space to 
move. Those times, too - both the sweet, lazy days of some 
and my way too tightly compressed constant demeanor - 
passed, as everything does sooner or later. 

In September 2010, right as this summer ends, the Chronicle 
begins its 30th year of publication. In many ways, three 
decades have made for so many changes that the connection 
with our beginning is as much one of blood and memory as 
it is of history and purpose. The most obvious shift is that 
things are no longer as markedly linear, in that there were so 
many significant deadlines and events, each casting its shadow 
over all the time preceding it. Ironically, though linear, it was a 
time of maze and confusion: We were stuck in M.C. Escher’s 
Ascending and Descending, always working furiously and con- 
stantly in motion, though never getting very far.

The success of the paper was never a sure thing. We pretty 
much made every mistake that could be made when start- 
ing an enterprise, launching a publication, and beginning a 
business. But we made very few of them twice. The Chronicle 
as a publication did most things wrong, according to ever- 
changing, ever-evolving opinions on modern print media. 
In fact, frequently we did almost the exact opposite of what 
should be done, according to accepted wisdom. Some rules 
we broke were clearly articulated, while others were more 
assumed than spoken. 

“People don’t like to read,” “Write down to your audi- 
ence,” “Do not have type-heavy pages - go for short articles,

lots of empty space, pack it with art,” “Attitude and cynicism 
are hip; sincerity is passe.” “Don’t have writers who are 
involved in the areas they cover,” and “Mock the home team; 
don’t root for them.” 

In the beginning, the Chronicle's emphasis on local music, 
film, theatre, writing, comic art, etc. seemed to some to be 
quaint beyond precious. It was labeled “parochial” and “mis- 
guided.” When the trend for weeklies shifted to the point 
where most of them were giving serious, if not priority, cover- 
age to their local scenes, that talk drifted. 

There were a lot of people who thought that the Chronicle 
would never make it. Actually, in the beginning most people 
- including at least a few of our staff members - gladly would 
have bet against us. Over the years, many different folks have 
shared some variant on that observation with me. A few of 
them did so during the early days when we were hanging 
on for dear life, not by our fingertips but our fingernails. 
Others offered their past thoughts more reflectively after the 
Chronicle was established. 

It even turned out that a number of our earliest advertis- 
ers, which we were so thrilled to get when they first signed 
contracts, were figuring they would never have to pay because 
there was no way the Chronicle would survive. This was based 
on their experiences with a number of other publications, 
which had come and gone quickly. They couldn’t imagine the 
Chronicle would be any different. 

We toast the death of print media and rock & roll. We 
toast the failures, ignorance, inability, and calcification of 
the Chronicle's editor and double-toast the impending death 
of the Chronicle (a death scene about to stretch into its 
fourth decade). 

The summer in front of us is tightly wound and way too hot. 
The Chronicle's past sprawls and spews out behind it, for better 
or worse, covering almost 30 years of Austin, culture, people, 
politics, and what have you. 

The next South by Southwest Music, Interactive, and Film 
Conferences and Festivals in March 2011 will be the 25th. 

Everything is different now; very little is the same. An excep- 
tion to that is the attitude of “keep on keeping on,” which is 
not just the way we’re doing it now but pretty much the way 
that we’ve always done it.

KEEP DISC GOLF IN PEASE PARK 

Dear Editor, 

Re: “No Disc, No Pease” [News, June 18]: 

I am opposed to the Parks and Recreation 
Department’s plan for removing disc golf per- 
manently from Pease Park. I understand that 
the Shoal Creek stabilization project is impor- 
tant, but to blame disc golf is wrong. This 
project would be necessary even if disc golf 
had not been there for the past 21 years. 
Consider all of the work done on the creek 
banks north of this area (between Gaston 
and West 29th). Consider the recent story 
about the family on West 39th losing their 
backyard to Shoal Creek’s erosion. There is 
no disc golf up there. 

I strongly believe that: 1) PARD shouldn’t 
remove the course for the main creek bank 
project until it is absolutely necessary; 2) if 
some smaller projects need to happen lead- 
ing up the major one, fine; but only move/ 
remove the holes in the affected areas; 
let the disc golf community adjust things 
as the work moves along, keeping a viable 
course there as long as possible; 3) none 
of the course should be removed until a new 
course is up and running, not “promised,” 
not "in the works,” but in the ground and 
operating; and 4) when the project is com- 


plete, I want a 100% commitment from PARD 
and the city that disc golf will be reinstalled as 
a feature of the park. 

Disc golf is appropriate for Pease Park. It can 
be done in a sustainable way and can blend with 
the other uses of the park if the course is prop- 
erly redesigned when the creek work is complete. 
It is one of the few recreational uses that can be 
done there due to the serious flooding that often 
occurs. It also provides a nearly constant pres- 
ence of ordinary citizens throughout the park, 
thus limiting other “undesirable” activities and 
helping to keep all the park users more safe.

AUSTIN NOT GOING GREEN 

Dear Editor, 

A small story in your June 18 issue about 
Austin Water and its environmental policy piqued 
my interest [“Naked City,” News]. It was notable 
not for what it said but for what it didn’t. 

The article lauded a new computer system that 
will save energy and money. While it sounds like 
a great project, it would be good if it were under- 
stood in context. Water utilities across America 
are energy guzzlers, and Austin’s is no different. 
Estimating energy use from the numbers printed in 
the Chronicle, the savings from the computer sys- 
tem will amount to less than one-half of 1% of total 
water/wastewater system electric use in Austin. 


More importantly, my own analysis of Austin 
Water data from fiscal years 2002 through 2009 
reveals no discernible pattern of energy savings. 
The utility’s “key indicators” of kilowatt hours of 
use per million gallons of water and wastewater 
have essentially been level throughout this time 
period. And the utility’s commitment to convert to 
100% green power has been almost ignored.

On the other hand, consider the effect on 
public health of building out Austin’s side- 
walk plan, of finishing the sidewalk system 
within, say, 10 years. Suddenly every resident 
of Austin would have a walking route from 
the front door to anywhere in the city. Free 
transportation would become available to 
everyone. Think of the economic boost to 
poor people. Poor people, old people, chil- 
dren, and disabled people could all enjoy the 
health benefits and pleasures of walking. Car 
owners would walk for short trips instead of 
driving if a safe, pleasant, car-free walkway 
started at their front doors. 

Sidewalks would make it possible for small 
neighborhood stores to do business without 
parking lots. Sidewalks would make an Austin 
bicycle-rental plan feasible. Sidewalks would 
give pedestrians, bicyclists, and motorists 
a way to step out of traffic jams. Sidewalks 
would cut the number of traffic deaths and 
injuries by giving people a refuge from the 
cars. They would make it possible to evacu- 
ate areas in an emergency. They would create 
greater social equality and visceral apprecia- 
tion for shade trees. 

Please, let’s stop dragging our feet on 
sidewalk construction. Finish the sidewalk 
system now!

Step Up to Citizenship 

The curtain rises on the annual budget pageant - places, please

This week our resident City Hall Hustler, Wells 
Dunbar, formally begins his long march through 
city budget season, which like baseball begins in 
the sunny optimism of springtime and ends in the 
dismal reality of fall (or in Austin’s case, still gruel- 
ing hot September). Actually, as Dunbar 
points out, City Hall’s annual melodrama 
generally takes the opposite narrative 
arc: The march begins with a dismal 
projection of a looming deficit that 
cannot be resolved without desperate 
cuts to essential services and ends in a 
triumph of mutual self-congratulation 
as city officials miraculously find a way 
to pay for everything, distribute a few 
tokens to social service projects, and then sol- 
dier on until next spring - when the whole pageant 
begins again. 

That’s not to say we won’t have another tough 
budget year - not quite as bad as last year’s reces- 
sionary swan dive, but still treading water to cover 
all the city’s structural costs without sinking under 
the effort. In these parts we’re often reminded how 
much more fortunate we are than many other 
municipalities, in Michigan or Florida or California, 
where the rapidly declining tax base has made even 
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basic needs go begging. For us, this will be the 
recently rare year of moderately declining property 
values, which makes the property tax rate calcula- 
tions more difficult even as regional sales tax 
receipts have slowly begun to rebound. 

Because it’s still a lean year, City Council 
is virtually certain not to venture beyond 
the rollback tax rate; but it’s worth 
reminding ourselves that when times 
were good, a series of councils declined 
to ask the public to support a bigger tax 
bite in order to get ahead of both basic 
expenses (from cops to parks to librar- 
ies) and continuing growth. Now we’re 
seeing the predictable results, from length- 
ening emergency response times to overwhelmed 
parks and swimming pools - with neither reserves 
nor a rising tax base to cover the difference. 

This year’s mantra? Like baseball’s: Better luck 
next year.

ness isn’t the only City Council malady: Today’s meeting 
(Thursday, June 24) being council’s last until July 29, council 
convenes to a 152-item agenda. Notable items from council 
call for a financial analysis of a possible November 2012 com- 
prehensive bond package bundling traditional capital 
improvement projects with an urban rail election (Item 88) and 
adding an item to the same ballot that would make the city 
attorney report to council instead of the city manager (Item 
78). Additionally, morning briefings are scheduled on the pro- 
posed 2010 transportation bond package (see “City 
Announces ‘Multimodal’ Bond Package,” p.18), a recommended 
urban rail system plan (thought to address intercity travel 
across Central Texas), and the Downtown Bike Boulevard. 
Item 83 takes another shot at creating Mobile Loaves and 
Fishes’ Habitat on Wheels, this time potentially placing the 
housing for the homeless on airport land. Items 77 and 84 
both potentially boost small businesses, the former calling on 
a city manager report to facilitate their growth, the latter initiat- 
ing for a work-force development program to incorporate class- 
room learning and on-the-job training in small businesses. Item 
87, responding to demands from the Workers Defense Project, 
will develop an ordinance requiring rest breaks and drinking 
water for construction workers. - W.D. 

PERRY’S NEW NICKNAME Gov. Rick Perry may have hoped 
that this week’s trip to Asia touting Texas investment opportuni- 
ties would boost his re-election chances. Instead, Democratic 
challenger Bill White has taken advantage of the governor’s 
globe-trotting to dominate headlines and paint Perry as an 
absentee landlord. On June 17, former Houston Mayor White 
gave the press Perry’s appointment book for the first five 
months of the year; dubbing the governor “Part Time Perry,” 
White’s campaign claims that Perry worked an average of seven 
hours a week and had no scheduled state business on 38 out 
of 106 business days. Perry is already on shaky political 
ground; his refusal to debate White has drawn ridicule from 
Dems and the press corps, and even the mild-mannered Evan 
Smith, CEO of the Texas Tribune, has called it “crap.” The end 
result may be seen in the latest polling: On June 22, Public 
Policy Polling released numbers showing that, if November’s 
election were held today, Perry and White would be tied at 43%. 
What’s worrying for Perry is the political consensus that any 
incumbent under 50% is in trouble. - Richard Whittaker 

> NEW CONTRACEPTIVE APPROVED The Food and Drug Admini- 
stration’s Reproductive Health Drugs Advisory Committee 

voted unanimously June 17 to recommend approval of a new 
emergency contraceptive, ulipristal acetate, made by the 
French company HRA Pharma under the name EllaOne. 

Ulipristal acetate works to delay ovulation and is effective up to 
five days after unprotected sex. Cecile Richards, president of 
Planned Parenthood Federation of America, called the decision a 
“commonsense recommendation” that would provide women 
with options to avoid unwanted pregnancy. “There are many rea- 
sons why a woman may face the risk of unintended pregnancy 
... and every woman deserves every option available” to prevent 
that from happening, she said in a press statement. The FDA is 
not bound by the recommendation but seems likely to approve 
the pill, which is already being sold in 22 European countries. 
Also last week, the Reproductive Health Drugs committee put 
the kibosh on another pill for women called flibanserin, touted 
as a female Viagra by the German company that makes it. The 
advisory group concluded that the pill didn’t work much better 
than a placebo and that there were too many side effects - 
including depression, dizziness, and fatigue. - Jordan Smith 




PLAY IT AGAIN, MRF 

There’s many a slip twixt the dais and the bighlue bin

By now, the materials recovery facility debate is itself 
more recycled than a toothbrush reassembled from Chinese 
drywall - and dueling resolutions regarding the selection of 
the city’s next recycler may make the process just as toxic. 

A little background: Unhappy with their current recycling 
contract with Greenstar North America (aka Mid-America 
Recycling), City Council made it a priority for Austin to get its 
own MRF, a way station for sorting and expediting recyclables. 
Toward the end of last year, as part of a conservation-based 
realignment of Solid Waste Services, the city issued a 
request for MRF proposals. 

What followed was perhaps the most garbled bid process 
in recent history. In January, the city disqualified two bidders 
- Greenstar and Texas Disposal 
Systems - for violating anti-lobbying 
provisions. TDS exec Bob Gregory had 
e-mailed several city officials, urging 
them to reject a contract extension with 
Greenstar while the city sorted out MRF 
bidders; Greenstar responded that the 
letter was a violation of lobbying rules, 
and subsequently, both were ruled out 
of the MRF running. While Greenstar 
was ultimately allowed back in, TDS cir- 
cumvented the process by offering its 
own MRF proposal as an amendment to its existing disposal 
contract with the city. 

Council interest was piqued by TDS’ generous terms, 
including an offer to process the city’s recycling stream at a 
MRF built on TDS land, initially at no cost to the city. Last 
month, when council heard from the staff-selected finalists of 
the belabored RFP process - Allied Waste Services of 
Austin, Waste Management Recycle America, and 
Balcones Resources - Lee Leffingwell and Mike 
Martinez were both curious as to whether TDS’ offer could 
be informally weighed against the others. 

To virtually no one’s surprise, at its last meeting council 
voted 5-2 to reject the applicants and cancel the 
RFP process. Then, to absolutely, positively no 
surprise, an item was posted to today’s agenda 
(Thursday, June 24) requesting that the city man- 
ager negotiate both long-term and short-term con- 
tracts with Texas Disposal Systems and Balcones 
Resources (Item 81). 

Given the contractual clusterfuckery thus far, the decision 
to abandon the RFP process to negotiate with a vendor pre- 
viously prohibited from applying has come under scrutiny. 
While not a named sponsor (that would be the unorthodox 
coalition of Martinez, Laura Morrison, and Randi Shade), 
Leffingwell is in support of Item 81 and doesn’t see a prob-

contact ordinance, and they received their punishment. ... 
The crime was allegedly committed. Whether it was or not 
is not relevant - they served their time. This is a new pro- 
cess we’re beginning.” 

Given the dual negotiations with both TDS and Balcones, 
Leffingwell says, “It’s not inconceivable that the end result 
might be some kind of contract with both of them.” Neither 
is an extension with Greenstar, which, with a boost in the 
recyclables market, is no longer a 
money loser for the city. “We can 
extend the Greenstar contract for six 
months if we have to, and we’ll see as 
a result of these negotiations if that’s 
necessary or desirable.” 

Greenstar appears elsewhere in the 
council agenda, as Item 86, sponsored 
by Bill Spelman and Sheryl Cole - the 
nays in the 5-2 vote abandoning the RFP 
process. Their item calls for negotiating 
a long-term recycling contract with only 
Balcones Resources and for an extension with Greenstar until 
the MRF is up and running. 

“We went through eight months of an RFP process,” says 
Spelman, “involving hundreds of hours of staff work, hun- 
dreds of hours of contractors’ work. ... If we are going to 
honor that RFP process, then the thing to do is pick one of 
the top three finishers. Balcones is local, has a very good 
environmental track record, and had as good a proposal as 
anybody else did on technical merits.” 

Addressing the bigger picture, Spelman says, “I’m certain- 
ly worried this is going to be an invitation to other contrac- 
tors to say, ‘Let’s talk to the council directly; let’s avoid the 
ordinance completely and see what kind of a 
deal we can make politically.’ ... If we have an 
ordinance that says you’re not supposed to do 
that, then we ought to either honor the ordinance 
or decide the ordinance is more trouble that it’s 
worth and repeal it.” 

Regardless of the outcome - which, with a solid majority 
behind it, is inevitable approval of Item 81 - the MRF saga 
isn’t over yet: As the items only call for negotiations, approval 
of a long-term contract isn’t expected until September, while 
a short-term agreement needs to be inked in the summer 
before the Greenstar contract expires. Either way, we’re not 
down to the bottom of the blue bin yet. ■

developed by the departmental staff. The city 
has developed both online and public-meet- 
ing methods for Austinites to provide feed- 
back, although there’s no strictly scientific 
way of getting that done. As always, a handful 
of people are mightily engaged on their par- 
ticular preoccupations, while far too many 
ignore the entire process until their own 
neighborhood or interest-group ox has already 
been gored. 

Generally among the loudest advocates 
are the “public safety” warriors, ranging 
from neighborhood crime watchers to sober- 
sided criminal justice scholars. It’s often 
presumed that “the public” invariably wants 
more and more police; yet at the Convention 
Center public budget forum, the participants 
voted both to reduce overtime for current 
officers ($1.2 million savings) and to delay 
by a year the 2011 cadet 
class ($1.4 million). One 
could argue that those 
are effectively self-contra- 
dicting votes among a 
self-selected group of citi- 
zens, but even as a straw poll it certainly 
doesn’t suggest mass enthusiasm for the 500 
more cops Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo 
told the Public Safety Commission the city 
needs for effective service. 

The commission itself recommended add- 
ing 100 new officers over the next year. We 
know this because in a more prominent 
instance of citizen engagement, Chair 
Michael Lauderdale and Vice Chair Michael 
Levy bought full-page Statesman ads Sunday 
and Monday to publish the commission’s 
report, spending between them a consider- 
able five-figure sum to suggest readers lobby 
council members on behalf of the PSC’s 
priorities. (The one other commissioner who 
got back to me said he learned of the ad 
when he opened his paper.) 

Setting aside for the moment the PSC’s 
specific recommendations - beyond more 
police, it unsurprisingly endorses more EMS 
stations and more firefighters - does this mark 
a new era in the boards and commission sys- 
tem, in which members will go over the heads 
of the council that appointed them and cam- 
paign directly to the public? My guess is not 
likely - unless all the other B&C chairs sud- 
denly sprout Levyesque deep pockets. 


Diminishing Returns 

For what it’s worth (not much), Acevedo 
told the First Unitarian Universalist Church’s 
public forum audience Sunday morning that 
the city’s recent implementation of the 
Austin Regional Intelligence Center initiative 
will mean that the department will be “able 
to do more with less.” If you think that 
means 500 more cops might be a bit much 
or that public safety will soon be taking up 
less than the 66% of the general funds bud- 
get that it currently demands, I wouldn’t 
hold my breath. 

I asked Levy where in the other third he 
thought we might find the funds for addi- 
tional police. “If they want to find the money, 
they can find it,” he replied. “They have doz- 
ens of [public information officers] and spin 
doctors and that $5 
million they spent last 
year on planning for 
their trolley.” I doubt 
you could squeeze 50 
(let alone 500) cops 
from the juice of two dozen junior flacks and 
a brace of transit planners, but delusion 
springs eternal from the devoted fans of 
Law & Order: Budget Warriors Unit. 

Whatever your perspective, the larger les- 
son here is that the annual bloodletting has 
begun, and if you want to get your licks in on 
your favorite (or least favorite) public expendi- 
tures, now is the time to join the queue. 
Dunbar has provided a thumbnail sketch of 
the likeliest choices and the broader issues 
involved, and he’ll be tracking the public dis- 
cussion on into midsummer. A perennial 
complaint is that the city’s proposed cuts (as 
well as unmet service needs) present only a 
small fraction of the entire city budget (includ- 
ing the revenue-producing “enterprise” depart- 
ments). Dunbar will certainly be examining 
that supposition, and it’s worth the debate. 

But in my experience, it’s also worth noting 
that most of the ongoing expenses of running 
Austin are exactly that: structural expenditures 
required to keep public infrastructure, assets, 
and amenities in good functioning condition. 
Especially in Texas, our problem - whether 
you’re a fan of parks, pools, libraries, firefight- 
ers, or police - has not been that we just spend 
too much money on government. ■

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Watson to Take Cap Metro Wheel 


“This is arguably the most critical decision 
well make as a board, regardless of how long 
we’re here, and I couldn’t be more happy with 
Linda Watson, the candidate we’ve chosen.” 
So said Austin Mayor Pro Tern Mike Mar- 
tinez, chair of the Capital Metro board of 
directors, after the board voted 7-0 to hire the 
current CEO of Orlando’s LYNX transit system 
to fill the same position here. “Ms. Watson’s 
experience, the tenure she’s had in the trans- 
portation industry, the relative current experi- 
ence at LYNX in Orlando really did set her far 
above the other candidates in the end.” 
Watson’s only remaining competition at the 
final stage of the hiring process was Deborah 
Wathen Finn, a self-employed transportation 
industry consultant in New York. 

Watson has been CEO in Orlando, Fla., 
since 2004 but is no stranger to Texas. 
Before Florida, she ran Corpus Christi’s tran- 
sit service between 1996 and 2004 and held 
various positions with the Fort Worth service 
from 1982 to 1996. According to LYNX, she 
currently earns $165,000 annually, plus a 
$7,800 car allowance. 

Martinez said she’ll be offered a salary 
“comparable to transit agency CEOs [of agen- 
cies] like Cap Metro.” Previous Cap Metro 
CEO Fred Gilliam earned about $300,000, 
including deferred compensation; interim 
CEO Doug Allen made $227,667 when he 
took over in October. Watson is expected to 
start her new job in mid-August. 

“I’m so excited,” Watson told the Chronicle 
from Orlando, moments after the board vote. 
“I’ve spent a lot of time in Austin over the 
years because I lived in Texas most of my 


life. It’s a fabulous community. And then dur- 
ing the interview process, spending time 
there and getting to know the board mem- 
bers, I see their commitment to building a 
world-class transit system, and that excites 
me,” Watson said of her decision to pursue 
the job, which came open when the embat- 
tled Gilliam retired last September. 

Board member John Langmore said a 
consensus on Watson had been reached at 
the board’s closed-door Monday meeting, but 
the board sent him on a quick junket to 
Orlando on June 15, just two days before the 
vote Wednesday. “I went to Orlando for a day 
and met three of her current board mem- 
bers, three of her staff, and the head of the 
union, and there was nothing but universal 
praise,” Langmore said from the dais. 
Afterward, he told reporters: “I could not 
extract a single negative comment about 
Linda or her performance from any of them. 
They said she and her team really turned 
around LYNX. It had really similar circum- 
stances [to Cap Metro]: a new board 
imposed by statute and a troubled past.” 

“She came into LYNX at a time when its 
reputation was not so great and was able to 
manage it in a way to re-establish the pub- 
lic’s confidence in the agency,” Orlando 
Mayor Buddy Dyer, a LYNX board member, 
told the Orlando Sentinel. “She managed it in 
difficult economic times and really righted the 
ship at LYNX. It’s a well-thought-of and well- 
run organization now.” Asked if there was 
anything from LYNX that he’d like Watson to 
bring to Austin, Martinez said: “Other than 
community confidence? No. That’s huge.” 


Not everyone in the community has that 
confidence. Disability rights activist Diane 
Bomar-Aleman, chair of Cap Metro’s Access 
Advisory Committee, and the Metro Mobil- 
ity Working Group (a court-created body 
resulting from a lawsuit settlement with Cap 
Metro) openly lobbied against Watson for what 
Bomar-Aleman describes as LYNX’S failure to 
comply with the Americans With Disabilities 
Act. “I think this is a huge mistake,” Bomar- 
Aleman said after the 
vote. “It shows they don’t 
want change. Linda 
Watson is Fred Gilliam in 
a skirt. Her agency is not 
comparable to Austin, 
she’s not qualified, and 
she doesn’t use mass 
transit herself. It’s busi- 
ness as usual.” (Watson 
admitted to not being a 
regular LYNX rider at a z 
community forum last § 
month but asserted LYNX | 
is fully ADA-compliant.) ^ 

“It’s not just about the o 
disability community,” 
added Bomar-Aleman, who is visually 
impaired and lobbies heavily for improve- 
ments to paratransit services. “I feel she got 
in because of the business community and 
the Downtown Austin Alliance.” (The DAA 
was a driving force in bringing commuter rail 
to Austin, which Bomar-Aleman and some 
others say takes resources from those who 
are transit-dependent and gives them to 
those who already have other transportation 
choices.) Asked what it would take to win her 
over, Bomar-Aleman said, “She needs to lis- 
ten to what the Access Advisory Committee 
and the MMWG are saying about the illegal 


ADA violations that are going on and have a 
full investigation by the [Federal Transit 
Administration] and a full compliance review.” 
That opinion is not unanimous within the 
disability community - Jennifer McPhail of 
the Austin chapter of ADAPT, which lobbies 
for improved access to regular fixed-route 
service for those with mobility impairments, 
said, “I’m just looking forward to having a 
clean slate” with a new leader. 

The drivers and mechanics 
union, which has had a rocky rela- 
tionship with Cap Metro, sounded 
a similar note. “We figured 
[Watson] would work well with the 
union,” said bus driver and union 
member Michael Wood. “She’s a 
people person. We need a person 
that’s really down-to-earth.” 
Martinez said Watson’s more 
recent public-sector experience 
gave her an edge. Wathen Finn’s 
most recent public-sector job had 
been with the Niagara Frontier 
Transportation Authority in Buffalo 
in 2001. “I can only speak for 
myself,” Martinez said, but “I 
couldn’t call Buffalo and talk to folks in 
Buffalo who had recent relative experience 
with her. This was decades-old experience. 
That factored in for me, that I couldn’t talk to 
somebody who had just worked with her with- 
in the past decade.” 

Martinez also complimented Allen on his 
brief tenure at the top, adding, “I personally will 
make another request that he consider staying 
here in Austin and helping us continue to move 
this agency forward.” Allen, a candidate for the 
CEO job, was not at the board meeting but has 
thus far only said he intends to help with the 
transition to a new leader. - Lee Nichols 



AE Finalists: California Dreamin’ 


Last week, when the city announced 
three finalists in the running for general 
manager of Austin Energy, the list was 
less notable for who was on it (no one had 
heard of Ronald Davis, Larry Weis, or 
David Wright) than for who wasn’t: Karl 
Rabago, AE’s vice president of distributed 
energy services. A collective groan was 
heard among local environmentalists who 
had hopes that Rabago - whose local, 
state, and national experience make 
him a green “rock star,” as Robin 
Rather has put it - would succeed 
the retired Roger Duncan. However, 
neither Rabago’s name nor any oth- 
ers from Austin - nor even Texas 
- appeared on the announced list of 
candidates. Instead, all three finalists 
hail coincidentally (or not) from the 
Golden State. 

Mycoff, Fry & Prouse, the recruitment 
firm that conducted the candidate search, 
did not specifically target California, says 
consultant Scott Fry. But he says it’s per- 
haps no surprise that the state - which 
requires by law a 20% renewable portfo- 
lio standard and is expected to increase 
that goal to 33% - has produced an abun- 
dance of suitable candidates. “They’ve 
been there, done that,” says Fry. “You lay 


out the myriad of issues that we’re dealing 
with here with Austin Energy, and the three 
candidates have dealt with those issues.” 
Council Member Chris Riley, who says 
he’s “holding out hope that we will end up 
with a manager who shares Karl’s commit- 
ment to renewable energy,” characterizes 
AE’s current challenges as “almost a per- 
fect storm.” With the utility facing rate 
changes, a transition away from fossil fuels, 


and a fundamental transformation of its 
business model, Riley says the ideal man- 
ager would be “somebody who can really 
look at things from the numbers side and 
think in creative ways about how to restruc- 
ture the utility so it meets all these chal- 
lenges going forward.” 

The candidates, all three from publicly 
owned utilities, have overseen transitions to 
greater use of renewable energy, so they 


appear equipped to tackle that tricky triumvirate 
of elements - affordability, reliability, and sustain- 
ability - that AE is struggling to balance. Davis 
is general manager of Burbank Water and 
Power, just north of Los Angeles; Weis is gener- 
al manager and CEO of the Turlock Irrigation 
District, south of Modesto; and Wright is gener- 
al manager of the City of Riverside Public 
Utilities, east of L.A. A quick look at the per- 
centage of renewables in the utilities’ current 
energy portfolios shows Burbank approaching 
9%; Turlock at 28%, the highest of any utility in 
the state; and Riverside just less than 20%. 
By contrast, AE is at about 10%, with a goal 
of 35% by 2020. (Because utilities use dif- 
ferent methods of determining “current 
usage,” these figures do not represent a 
perfect apples-to-apples comparison.) 

Of course, the numbers can’t show how 
successfully each candidate - notably from 
utilities smaller than AE - has maintained 
affordability while implementing efficiency 
and renewable initiatives. Plus, as local energy 
consultant Mike Sloan points out, “Texas is 
dramatically different than California,” where 
there is much more government control over 
energy decisions. In a rapidly changing industry, 
Sloan warns that AE “can’t afford a long learning 
curve,” which lends support to Rabago backers. 
“He is possibly the one person who is ‘shovel 
ready’ to take the helm and provide both innova- 
tion and continuity,” said Rather via e-mail. While 


disappointed that he didn’t make the cut, 
Rabago, for his part, says he’s happy where he 
is. “I have the best job of my career,” he says, 
“maybe even better than general manager.” 

The public can grill the candidates on 
Wednesday, June 30, when they’re in town for 
a day of interviews with city officials, followed 
by a public forum in the evening. With City 
Manager Marc Ott scheduled to meet the 
candidates the following day (having already 
reviewed the results of the previous days’ meet- 
ings, according to Human Resources Director 
Mark Washington), the proceedings look to 
be a whirlwind affair - a fact not overlooked 
by activists such as longtime energy wonk and 
transparency advocate Paul Robbins. 

“I have seen too much for too many 
decades to believe informal input is given 
great weight by decision makers,” wrote Rob- 
bins to AE interim General Manager Robert 
Goode in a recent e-mail exchange. Goode 
defended the process, pointing out that in a 
similar recent forum, the city “got direct input 
from many citizens that evening and reviewed 
all the written input the next day.” Robbins 
countered: “Input from non-attributable sourc- 
es who scribbled notes. (Did you hire a cryp- 
tographer to decipher them?)” Perhaps the 
Californians, too, would do well to bring along 
their own cryptographers. - Nora Ankrum

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Creationists Get 
Schooled in Court 

A group of Texas religious fundamentalists 
has lost yet another battle in its war against 
science and managed to piss off a judge in 
the process. On June 18, U.S. District Judge 
Sam Sparks dismissed a request for summa- 
ry judgment by the Dallas-based Institute for 
Creation Research in its suit against the 
Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board. 
The ICR sought to offer a master’s degree in 
science education from “a Biblical scientific 
creationist viewpoint,” which the coordinating 
board refused to recognize as legitimate. ICR 
sued on the grounds that its First and 14th 
Amendment rights to free speech, free exer- 
cise, equal protection, and due process were 
violated. Sparks said ICR’s claims were not 
obvious enough for summary judgment, and 
not only that, but the complaint was so ridic- 
ulously worded that it was difficult to under- 
stand. In his decision, Sparks wrote, “It 
appears that although the Court has twice 
required Plaintiff to re-plead and set forth a 
short and plain statement of the relief 
requested, Plaintiff is entirely unable to file a 
complaint which is not overly verbose, dis- 
jointed, incoherent, maundering, and full of 
irrelevant information.” - Lee Nichols 

Judge Orders 
Posthumous 
DNA Testing 

On June 11 state District Judge Paul 
Murphy ruled that the state of Texas must 
turn over biological evidence - that was set 
to be destroyed - for DNA testing that could 
determine whether the state executed an 
innocent man when it put to death Claude 
Jones in December 2000. Jones was execut- 
ed for the 1990 murder of liquor store owner 
Allen Hilzendager. Jones had driven to the 
store with Danny Dixon, who’d been convict- 
ed of a previous murder and was then on 
parole; the state argued that Jones entered 
the store alone and shot Hilzendager three 
times. Among evidence was a single hair 
found on a counter in the store. Looking at 
the hair under a microscope, the state’s 
expert said it “matched” Jones’ hair, but the 
evidence was not subjected to DNA testing. 
Three years ago the New York-based 
Innocence Project, the Innocence Project of 
Texas, the Texas Innocence Network, and The 
Texas Observer filed suit to get access to the 
hair in order to subject it to modern DNA 
testing. The state objected, but the ruling 
ordered the San Jacinto District Attorney’s 
Office to save the evidence and turn it over 
for testing. According to the Innocence 
Project, this is the first time a Texas court 
has ordered posthumous DNA testing and 
could prove that the state wrongfully convict- 
ed and executed Jones for a crime he did 
not commit. “We have said all along that 
this case is about a search for the truth and 
the public’s right to know,” said Barry 
Scheck, co-director of the Innocence 
Project, in a press statement. “We hope the 
District Attorney’s office will now work with 
us to find mutually agreeable experts to 
examine and test this evidence.” Murphy’s 
ruling gives the state 60 days to release the 
evidence and to find a “mutually agreeable” 
expert to do the analysis. - Jordan Smith 
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City Announces ‘Multimodal’ Bond Package 


“Balanced,” “balanced,” “balanced.” That 
was the mantra repeated by city officials last 
week to characterize the proposed list of 
transportation projects for a likely $85 mil- 
lion November bond referendum. Unveiling an 
initial project list June 14, City Manager 
Marc Ott said, “This bond package repre- 
sents a balanced approach to improving 
mobility and connectivity - via roads, bicycle 
paths, trails, sidewalks, and transit infrastruc- 
ture.” Mayor Lee Leffingwell echoed Ott the 
next day, saying, “I think overall it’s a well-bal- 
anced package.” Council members used simi- 
lar language. Even the chair of the business 
community’s Take On Traffic coalition, 
Brandon Janes, praised the balance for leav- 
ing road warriors and transit advocates 
equally dissatisfied: “The fact 
that everybody’s a little unhap- 
py about it is a good sign that 
they made it fair and juggled it 
as well as they could.” 

More juggling will follow. 

On June 24, staff will brief 
council on the proposed 
project list, which then 
goes to the Transportation 
Bond Citizen Task Force 
(June 28 and July 12) and to 
the Comprehensive Plan 
Citizens Advisory Task 
Force and Transportation 
Commission (both July 26) 
for community reviews. After 
final tweaking, the city man- 
ager’s final recommendation 
goes before council July 29. In early August, 
council will make a final decision on call- 
ing a Nov. 2 referendum - although council 
members already are expressing confidence 
it will happen. 

What’s most notable isn’t any one project, 
or even the 50-50 spending split between 
roads and other transportation modes - it’s 
the rigor and transparency of the process. 

Two years ago, the city established a 
Transportation Department, which 
embarked on a strategic mobility plan 
(with a regional scope), engaged national 
transportation consulting expertise, and gath- 
ered community and professional input. As 
Janes and Leffingwell both noted, that pro- 


cess has yielded a list of projects that jibe 
with larger community values - not just get- 
ting drivers from point A to point B. The pre- 
liminary recommended 2010 Transportation 
Bond Package scoring matrix (online, 
with a wealth of other information, at 
www.austinstrategicmobility.com) assigned points 
according to eight values: mobility choices, 
efficiency, sustainable growth, regional integra- 
tion, environmental stewardship, investment 
and economic development, neighborhood 
coordination and connectivity, and safety. 

As a result, the project list looks different 
from past proposals, which have been road- 
heavy but often vague in detail. “This repre- 
sents a real shift in policy, toward more spec- 
ificity in naming the projects,” Leffingwell 


noted. “That’s more difficult, but it’s the way 
to go.” Voters will know exactly what the bonds 
would fund - with many specific projects list- 
ed by name, mode, location, and costs. 

The package is modest- $85 million just 
doesn’t buy a lot in the transportation world 
- and it will require no new taxes to pay off 
the bonds. “It’s small deliberately; we do 
want to preserve as much of our bonding 
capacity as possible,” Leffingwell observed. 

Also last week, the mayor announced that 
he and Laura Morrison will be co-sponsoring 
Sheryl Cole’s June 24 resolution to hold a 
comprehensive bond package in 2012. (That 
dais coalition suggests broad council support 
to replace the scattered series of bond elec- 


tions initially proposed for 2010 through 
2013.) The 2012 referendum is expected to 
include a first Downtown phase of rail transit, 
as well as the construction of road projects 
whose initial planning, design, or engineering 
are in the 2010 package. Those include con- 
gestion relief on US 183, MoPac, and 1-35, 
as well as “complete streets” improvements 
to corridors all around town - Airport Boule- 
vard, East Riverside, East MLK, the Waller 
Creek district - and to neighborhood streets 
that need reconstruction. 

The mayor’s office immediately heard 
some criticism that projects like the Lady 
Bird Lake boardwalk, neighborhood side- 
walks, and trails are “amenities,” not “con- 
gestion relief.” But Janes noted that the big 
fixes for regional congestion 
simply are too expensive for 
this go-round: “Just doing the 
Y at Oak Hill is $600 million in 
itself.” Janes said the initial 
reaction from Greater Austin 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Take On Traffic members has 
been positive. 

Transportation Department 
Director Rob Spillar empha- 
sized that the package does 
include relatively affordable, 
immediate relief for Austin’s 
most congested major roads. 
Many of the needs identified, 
while not appropriate for bond 
funding, will be pursued with 
other funds - notably, an ini- 
tial estimate of $2 million to be invested in 
partnering with the Texas Department of 
Transportation on a long-term 1-35 solution. 

Finally, also under way are other regional 
road investments by assorted partnerships 
between the city, TxDOT, Central Texas 
Regional Mobility Authority, and Capital 
Metro. Those include more than $184 mil- 
lion for managed lanes on MoPac, $2 million 
for Loop 360, $22 million for design and 
environmental work at the Y in Oak Hill, near- 
ly $345 million for US 290 East, more than 
$223 million for US 183 South, more than 
$25 million for 1-35 at Ben White, $45 million 
for Highway 71 East, and $13 million for 
MoPac at Ben White. In that context, devot-

BPness: Louisiana’s Beleaguered Coast 

Grand Isle, La., for years buoyed by the commercial fishing and oil industries, 
finds itself between a fish and a slick place. How do the members of small coastal 
communities like this one feel now that their lives are stuck in the muck? It’s very 
clear how Larose, La., tattoo artist Bobby Pitre feels. His traffic-stopping “God Help 
Us AH” mural outside the Southern Sting Tattoo Parlor on Louisiana Highway 1 
expresses the outrage, toward both the U.S. government and the BP corporation, 
that has gripped this region and unsettled the nation. Hand-scrawled signs bearing 
similar sentiment dot the small winding highway that meanders through Lafourche 
Parish down to the coast. On Grand Isle proper, an island’s length of boom and a 
3-foot-high sand berm demark the forbidden zone - authorities may detain and 
decontaminate anyone who crosses into this cleanup sector, according to security 
guards on watch on BP’s orders all along the coastline. Each day until dinnertime, 
dozens of teams of dozens of workers clean the zone between the berm and the 
shore. Each morning, a new deadly tide of oil and destruction awaits. (See 
austinchronicle.com/chronolog for further coverage.)

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New ‘Action’ Park Rolls 
Closer to Reality 



This old wooden ramp is destined to be replaced by a specially designed park for BMX riders 
and skateboarders at Shoal Creek and 12th Street. 


There’s a small stretch of battered con- 
crete off Shoal Creek Boulevard. On a sec- 
tion that’s not used as parking for Austin 
Independent School District’s House Park 
Athletics Facility at Shoal Creek and 12th, 
there’s an abandoned tennis court with a few 
old wooden ramps. This is what passes for 
Austin’s only official Downtown skate park. 
Next month, the city will break ground here 
on a state-of-the-art skateboard and BMX 
facility. This isn’t a case of “If you build it, 
they will come.” The skaters and bikers are 
already here, and when it opens early next 
year, the new House Park facility will fill a 
longstanding gap in the city’s park inventory. 
Parks Planning Department Project 
Coordinator Gary Gregson calls it “an impor- 
tant addition. ... I personally feel that skat- 
ers have been underserved, and we have a 
lot of skateboarders in the community that 
have been pushing for this for a long time.” 
The new 27,000-square-foot park, 
designed by Canadian firm New Line 
Skateparks, will combine a 7,000-square-foot 
bowl with a 20,000-square-foot street-style 
plaza. There will be spectator seating, trees 
for shade, and, as part of the city’s Art in 
Public Places initiative, a skateable 12-foot 
metallic wave designed by local sculptor/ 
skater Chris Levack, which House Park 
advocate and Tekgnar skate store owner 
Laurie Pevey called “a metaphor for the 
motion of skateboarding.” With the addition 
of trellises inspired by fossil trilobites found 
in the area, Pevey said the park will “really 
relate to Shoal Creek.” 

For Austin’s action-sports enthusiasts, the 
park has been a long time coming. Pevey 
recalled, “We started back in the late 
Nineties, back when [former Mayor] Will Wynn 
was a City Council member.” She donated 
the current Downtown ramps as a stopgap 
while the city developed a plan for three 
parks within 10 years - a plan that has yet 
to fully materialize. The first, a skate-only 
facility at Mabel Davis Park in South Austin, 
opened in 2005. While the Mabel Davis site 
is popular, Pevey described it as “cookie-cut- 
ter ... a traditional inground cement park.” 


Even with council support for a park that she 
described as “unique to Austin, something 
Downtown where business people could be 
on their lunch and there’d be skateboarding 
going on,” the House Park plan got caught in 
“a crazy bureaucratic process,” she said. 

Voters approved the $1.5 million in con- 
struction bonds for the park, and it took 
another three years to finalize the design. 

Even after the land was selected, Pevey said, 
“there were issues with the floodplain, issues 
with Austin Community College owning part of 
the property, issues with concerns raised by 
Heritage Society of Austin. It was one group 
after the next, but finally they agreed that 
we’re going to go ahead and do it.” 

Aside from serving the local community, a 
well-designed park could attract skateboard- 
ers and BMXers from around the nation. 
Former professional BMX rider Joe Rich 
moved to Austin in 1997 to launch his 
Terrible One bike company and has seen 
facilities like the one planned for House Park 
pop up around the state while Austin lagged 
behind. He’s optimistic that if it gets a good 
reputation, people will travel from around the 
state and beyond to use House Park. “When 
cement is done right, there’s a flow to it,” he 
said. “It’s kind of a combination of riding 
trails and riding ramps, but you get some- 
thing that you don’t get from just one.” 

What will make House Park different from 
Mabel Davis and most other urban facilities 
is that it will be for both skateboard and BMX 
use. All too often, that’s an either/or situation 
because of tensions between the two commu- 
nities. While skaters and BMXers can use the 
same obstacles, Pevey said, “bicycles have 
sharp objects, they have pegs, and they 
destroy the concrete edges. So the whole 
thing with Mabel [Davis] is that we were say- 
ing, ‘Look, the bikes will be coming here and 
they’ll chip all this stuff up,’ and it happened.” 
Rich described BMXers’ exclusion as more 
about policy than practicalities. When new 
parks are built, he said, “a lot of times 
there’ll be a couple of skaters that go to the 
meetings, but once it gets approved there’ll 
be a hundred skaters saying, ‘We got this 


done, this is ours, and you’re not allowed.’” 
The difference with House Park was that the 
BMX community got involved in the discus- 
sions early on and collaborated to get some- 
thing they both wanted. Rich said, “I was 
lucky that a couple of my friends who skate 
brought it to my attention that the bond was 
coming up before any of the meetings hap- 
pened.” Rich was also optimistic that 
improved park design and changes in bike 
construction will reduce the damage done. 
“Plastic pedals are a perfectly normal thing 
now, and there are plastic pegs and plastic 
bar ends. So if a bike falls, it’s not going to 
do any damage.” 

The opening of the park is the second big 
gain for Downtown action-sports fans, com- 
ing after the recent change in policy over 
what bikers call the Ninth Street trails but 
what appears on city maps as Duncan Park. 
Split in half by West Ninth Street, BMXers 
and off-road bikers built their own dirt ramps 
in the southern portion without city approval. 
Project coordinator Gregson said, “At one 
point the Parks Department tried to eliminate 
that and close it down, but we ended up 


allowing them to stay.” With the city’s adop- 
tion of the ramps and its February agreement 
to let the Texas Rollergirls’ flat-track Roller 
Derby league practice in existing parks, for- 
mer competitive skateboarder Chip Wright 
applauded the improving relationship 
between skaters, skateboarders, bikers, and 
the Parks Department. Currently a commen- 
tator for the Texas Rollergirls, Wright said, 
“Now the city is allowing [action-sports 
enthusiasts] to use parkland and parks 
areas that we had already been using with- 
out their authorization.” 

Parks and Recreation Board President 
Linda Guerrero credited Parks and Recreation 
Department Director Sara Hensley for the 
new mood of collaboration. Guerrero said, 
“She has created opportunities for stakehold- 
ers who have previously been unable to com- 
municate with administrators on their needs.” 
She added, “We have to look at the greater 
needs of Austin as it becomes more urban, 
and I really feel that the director’s leadership 
has helped foster a whole new direction in 
recreational sports.” 

Wright proposed that the city shouldn’t see 
this new development as a long-deferred 
promise fulfilled but as a first step. If the 
long-awaited third park is built, Austin has 
other action-sports communities - street 
hockey, wheelchair rugby, and hardcourt bike 
polo - that could benefit from building a truly 
mixed-use facility. “Austin has the opportunity 
to be number one for all things youth and 
extreme sports,” he said. 

Both Wright and Rich suggested that, as 
well as building a third large park, the city 
could make existing and underused neighbor- 
hood facilities more skater-friendly by adding 
ramps and other skateable fixtures. Plus, 

Rich added, such facilities can be a real bar- 
gain in tough budgetary times. He said: 
“There’s not someone that needs to mow it 
or water it. Once they’re built, they pretty 
much take care of themselves.”

The disputed “remodel” 
at 1915 David St. - a proj- 
ect to build two six-bed- 
room houses on a single- 
family lot - returned to the 
Board of Adjustment 
June 14 for an unusual 
“reconsideration” after it 
became apparent that the 
board’s May 10 ruling on 
the subject had been inter- 
preted in different ways by 
city staff and stakeholders. 

Nuria Zaragoza, who 
had filed the initial appeal 
disputing the project on 
behalf of the Original 
West University Neigh- 
borhood Association, 
said she believed the 
board’s May 10 ruling 
should stop the project from proceeding as 
a remodel, a status that would grant the 
developer valuable occupancy of up to 12 
unrelated renters. Zaragoza said as she 
sees it, the board’s intent was clear: Start 
the building permit process over, under 
more restrictive rules for new construction 
(which would allow only six people and 
require sufficient parking). 

But Planning and Development Review 
Department Director Greg Guernsey said 
he interpreted the ruling differently. If own- 
er-developer Mitch Ely “comes back with a 
smaller building,” he said, “then I would 
have to look at it; it may be considered a 
remodel.” Zaragoza characterized that inter- 
pretation as favoring the developer; 
Guernsey responded that it was neutral. (A 
stop-work order remains in effect.) 


The board decided to rewrite its motion 
from May to clearly state that the degree 
of demolition at 1915-A David St. (where 
only the foundation and one partial wall 
remains) prevents it or any similarly 
deconstructed house from getting grandfa- 
thered as a remodel. The board asked 
Guernsey to respond with a written inter- 
pretation of its ruling to ensure that staff 
and board members agree on its intent. 
The Board of Adjustment will return to the 
matter next month. 

Meanwhile, Guernsey has drafted a new 
remodeling ordinance that seeks to estab- 
lish clearer, more restrictive citywide rules 
for what constitutes a remodel. City Council 
gets a first look at it June 24. (For more on 
this story, see “Showdown at David Street: 
City Regs Broken at Will,” April 30.)

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State Commission Considers Keller’s Fate 



It would seem that Court of Criminal 
Appeals Presiding Judge Sharon Keller still 
doesn’t believe she made any mistakes on 
Sept. 25, 2007, the day Michael Richard 
was executed. In fact, to hear her lawyer, 
Charles Babcock, tell it, it was Richard’s 
attorneys with the Texas Defender Service 
who were more to blame for Richard’s being 
executed without his last appeal being heard. 
The fact that Keller famously told the CCA’s 
then-general counsel, Ed Marty, that she 
would not keep the court clerk’s office open 
after 5pm to accept a late filing did not hinder 
the appeal, Babcock argued June 18 before 
the State Commission on Judicial Conduct. 
The commission will decide whether Keller 
deserves any sanction in connection with her 
decision to close the office and ignore execu- 
tion-day procedures that would have had her 
refer all communications about Richard’s case 
to the on-duty judge assigned to it. 

Richard was set for execution on the day 
the U.S. Supreme Court announced that it 
would hear an appeal challenging the three- 
drug lethal injection method of execution 
as cruel and unusual punishment. That 
announcement ended up creating a de facto 
moratorium on executions; Richard’s attor- 
neys with TDS sought to raise the lethal-injec- 
tion claim in order to get a stay of execution 
until that case could be decided. But his 
appeal was never heard, TDS later said, 
because Keller had refused to keep the office 
open late enough to receive the filing. 

According to TDS, computer problems kept 
Richard’s lawyers from being able to file the 
appeal on time. That story has proven to be a 
lie, said Babcock: TDS’ litigation director, David 
Dow, created a story about a computer crash in 
order to cause public uproar that would hurt 
Keller. What happened Sept. 25, 2007, was 
“serious,” Babcock told the 13-member com- 
mission, which includes judges and members of 
the public at large. “Not that Mr. Richard 
could’ve had three more months on death row” 


while the Supremes considered the lethal injec- 
tion case, he said, “but it’s serious what people 
are trying to do to my client.” According to 
Babcock, Richard’s attorneys should have 
known that they could go to any of the other 
eight judges on the court to get them to accept 
the late-filed appeal (the phone numbers of the 
judges are listed in the phone book, he noted), 
or they could have had Marty accept the appeal; 
in the past, Babcock said, TDS had gone to the 
previous general counsel to file late appeals. 

Also important to note, Babcock said, is 
that Richard was a bad dude: He’d killed a 
young mother 21 years before his death and 
had plenty of chances to appeal. In the end, it 
seems that Babcock’s argument to the com- 
mission was that no real harm had been done 
by the failure to consider the appeal - save 
for the damage that has been done to Keller’s 
reputation. There has been an “almost 
unspeakable toll” on Keller, including damage 
to her reputation, her psyche, and her pocket- 
book, Babcock argued to the commission. 

And in the process, she has “exposed this 
case for the pack of lies that it is,” he said, 
“created by people with a political agenda.” 

The only relevant question, said Mike 
McKetta, the counsel hired to represent the 
commission’s ethics case against Keller, is 
whether Keller knew there were execution-day 
procedures that were mandatory and whether 
she complied with them. And the evidence, 
including Keller’s own testimony during a four- 
day hearing last summer before a special 
master, Judge David Berchelmann, provides 
a clear answer to both questions: Yes, she 
knew the rules existed, and, no, she didn’t 
follow them. McKetta said it is absolutely 
irrelevant who was being executed or who 
that person’s lawyer was - besides, Keller 
testified that she did not know either of those 
things at the time she was asked about keep- 
ing the clerk’s office open past 5pm. 

Keller also testified that she knew the exe- 
cution-day procedures, long established by the 


court, were mandatory. According to those 
rules, said McKetta, all communications 
regarding the day’s execution are to be 
referred first to the assigned judge - in 
Richard’s case, Judge Cheryl Johnson. Keller 
had a duty to tell General Counsel Marty to 
call Johnson first, said McKetta; instead, 

Keller “intercepted and disposed of a commu- 
nication while the assigned judge was waiting” 
and expecting that something would be filed. 
“Keller failed to insist on compliance with 
something that she knew was mandatory,” 
McKetta continued. “If her testimony had 
been, ‘I didn’t know it was mandatory’ ... then 
perhaps it would be a different matter.” 

Still, Babcock insisted that the entire case 
against Keller is, essentially, a witch hunt. 
And, apparently, the commission is part of 
the problem: Babcock said that the commis- 
sioners had been taken in by the TDS’ story 
and had failed to fully investigate the case 
against Keller before ordering last August’s 
trial before Berchelmann. The commission’s 
investigation was “tainted,” he said. 
Commissioner Tom Cunningham asked 


Babcock if he was claiming that Keller had 
been kept from a full and fair hearing of her 
case. Yes, that was true, Babcock respond- 
ed. “Isn’t it ironic that’s what Mr. Richard was 
asking for?” Cunningham asked. 

In sum, McKetta said that Berchelmann’s 
findings of fact in the Keller case were incom- 
plete - for example, he failed to make any 
findings regarding whether she failed to com- 
ply with a mandatory court protocol, which he 
argued is really the key to the case. 
Meanwhile, Babcock urged commissioners to 
stick with Berchelmann’s ruling, which found 
that although Keller’s actions did not reflect 
positively on the court, she should not be fur- 
ther reprimanded for an incident that has like- 
ly already caused her great “public humilia- 
tion,” as Berchelmann wrote earlier this year. 

The commission will now have to decide 
exactly what to do about Keller. It can 
remove her from the bench - which seems 
quite unlikely to happen - or choose a less- 
er form of punishment, including a reprimand 
or censure. There is no deadline for the 
commission’s decision. - Jordan Smith

UNITING TO FIGHT CITIZENS UNITED 

The problem with being pious in politics is 
that piety has a way of backfiring - and 
causing people to snicker at you. 

Take Citizens United, for example. It’s a 
right-wing political outfit that hails itself as a 
righteous champion of free speech - as 
long as corporations are the ones speaking.

But not too far - they 
changed the name to “United Citizens 
Against Citizens United.” 

Still, the original name was too good to 
waste, so Public Citizen, the national cor- 
porate watchdog organization that has a 
very effective legal division, created its own 
website and Facebook page using the 
name - daring the pious bully to pick on 
someone its own size.

UNSHACKLING PREGNANT INMATES 

Sometimes I come across an outrage so 
outrageous that I think: “Surely this can’t be. 
Someone has to be making this stuff up.” 

But, unfortunately, this story is all too true, 
and something like it might even be happen- 
ing somewhere near you. It was uncovered in 
Colorado by Pamela White, the feisty editor 
of the equally feisty award-winning alternative 
newspaper Boulder Weekly. 

She was doing research for an article on 
how pregnant inmates are treated 
(“Pregnant in Prison,” Boulder Weekly, 

Feb. 18). Not well, it turns out. As one 
described her experience late in her preg- 
nancy, she was kept in full restraints, includ- 
ing ankle and wrist shackles, as well as a 
belly belt, while being transported between 
jails. Then, astonishingly, when she went 
into labor, she was taken to the hospital 
where guards - get this - shackled her to 
the bed, keeping her chained there through- 
out labor and delivery! 

White learned that this abhorrent, painful, 
humiliating, inhumane, and unbelievable 
treatment was common in some Colorado 
jails. “I was so sickened,” she says, “that I 
had to do something beyond just writing 
articles.” So, she took the unusual, extra- 
journalistic step of hand-carrying the story 
to some of the state’s top lawmakers. “You 
mean to say that they’re kept under guard, 
and they’re chained to their beds?” asked a 
whopper-jawed senator. 

Realizing that women in the throes of giv- 
ing birth are not likely to bolt for the door, 
appalled legislators asked White - who had 
become the state expert on this Kafka-esque 
horror - to draft a bill outlawing it. She did 
... and they quickly passed it, with Gov. Bill 
Ritter signing it into law on May 27. 

Believe it or not, fewer than 10 states - 
including Texas, as of 2009 - have anti- 
shackling laws for inmates in labor. To 
learn from Pamela White’s experience, visit 
www.boulderweekly.com.

Hitting the Budget Barbells 

The annual city budget workouts begin, and you’re all invited

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The city budget returns, and with it, all the perennial questions 
accompanying the annual ritual. 

The process this year - for fiscal year 2011, beginning Oct. 1 - is 
predicated on the work City Manager Marc Ott did last year. At that 
time he outlined some $45 million in departmental cuts to the 
General Fund, the pot of money that pays directly for city services: 
public safety (Police, Fire, and EMS), Parks and Recreation, Health 
and Human Services, Planning and Development Review, Austin 
Public Library services, and more. About $28 million of reduction 
proposals were implemented last year, largely through cutting 
unfilled city positions (which, while resulting in no layoffs, 
increased the workload for current city employees). 

Now, of the remaining $16.7 million of last year’s proposals, Ott 
has brought forward for a second look $9.3 million worth of pro- 
posed cuts. However, with a budget gap estimated between $11 
million and $28 million (depending on the property tax rate coun- 
cil decides to set) and the Travis Central Appraisal District’s assess- 
ment of the tax rolls, Ott has freely acknowledged that even if all 
cuts are adopted, it may not be enough to close the gap. As he 
wrote to City Council when first announcing the cuts, “the savings 
identified through this process are not anticipated to be sufficient 
to fully close the projected budget shortfall.”

But while Ott implored city departments to scrub their budgets, 
line by line, he also asked them simultaneously to identify what 
he’s called “unmet service demands” - a wish list of proposals the 
departments, affected by several lean budget years, have brought 
forward as “unmet needs” for public consideration. 

While it’s undeniable that departments are hurting across the 
board, Ott’s “giveth with one hand, taketh with another” approach 
adds additional pressure to an already difficult situation. Basically, 
the city manager is asking the citizens to choose their priorities - a 
call he made back in April, at the financial forecast reading that 
began our budget cycle, indicating that it may be necessary to scrap 
or shrink existing city programs to meet new demands. However, 
Ott and the city have already set some priorities: The city’s “expen- 
diture assumptions” for the next fiscal year include 3% salary 
increases for public safety employees and a 2.5% increase for civil- 
ian employees. 

Now, yours truly has seen enough budget cycles to recognize the 
kabuki theatre involved: the initial announcement of a frighten- 
ingly large gap, the high end of which is predicated on an absurdly 
low tax rate council would never accept, and the dramatic last- 
minute closure of the gap by a rosier assessment from TCAD. And

Choosing a reasonable rate 

Currently making up nearly 40% of General Fund 
revenues, property tax is by far the largest contribu- 
tor to the city’s bottom line. It’s more dependable 
than sales tax (which is rapidly subject to fluctuating 
economic growth and “consumer confidence”) and 
utility transfers (slowly but steadily declining as the 
utilities try to reconcile their business models with 
an emphasis on conservation). However, the annual 
tax increase that’s been a hallmark of recent bud- 
gets has begun to impact more homeowners, as eco- 
nomic growth, exacerbated by a slowdown in com- 
mercial development, hasn’t yet returned Austin to 
precrash prosperity. 

The property tax rate can’t be finalized yet, as it is 
dependent upon the Travis Central Appraisal District’s 
certification of the tax rolls (which, in a poor econo- 
my, has already seen an upswing of formal protests, 
delaying the rolls until late summer). However, as is 
customary, the city provides a tentative projection of 
three potential rates to guide the budget planning. 

The budget discussion is ordinarily based upon 
three different rates: 1) the effective rate: calculated 
to bring in the same overall amount as last year; 2) 
the nominal rate: the same rate as the previous year 
which, dependent on growth and property valuations, 
can bring back more or less revenue than the previous 
year; and 3) the rollback rate, an 8% increase to the 
operations and maintenance portion of the tax rate 
and the highest increase allowed under state law 
without a special (rollback) election. 

However, this year, the projected 5% dip in 
assessed property valuation is wreaking havoc on 
growth-predicated numbers. Remaining at the cur- 
rent rate of 42.09 cents per $100 valuation - the 
nominal rate - would this year mean a projected loss 
of $16.6 million. To garner the same overall amount 
as last year would require an increase to 44.97 
cents, while the rollback rate sits at 47.21 cents. 

While the rollback rate hews closer to expenditures 
(see graph, left), the city still projects an $11.4 million 
shortfall from its anticipated budget needs. - W.D.

other observers have raised persistent con- 
cerns about the city’s public input pro- 
cess: namely, that it’s essentially political 
cover for tough choices the council 
wouldn’t want to make on its own (“I 
wasn’t happy about ending those Parks 
programs, but the voters said they didn’t 
have a problem with it”). Also, the results 
invariably emerge from an entirely self- 
selected class of council watchers, the 
usual suspects that show up at every bud- 
get forum. 

All this said, while the online voting 
page the city has assembled doesn’t seem 
immune from ballot stuffing, the section 
allowing for citizens to submit their own 
budget-cutting suggestions has some valu- 
able ideas amid the ideological and unre- 
alistic dross: salary caps on well-compen- 
sated employees, fair ways to generate 
additional revenue, and more (see “What 
the People Say,” p.27).

A criticism that grows louder each year 
is that the city only seeks input on the 
General Fund - a not inconsiderable 
amount at some $615 million, but only a 
fraction of the $2.75 billion overall city 
budget, which also includes the “enter- 
prise departments” of Austin Energy, 
Austin Water, ABIA, the Convention 
Center, et al. The debate’s been thrown 
into greater relief lately due to the faltering 
performance of the city’s utilities - AE and 
AW, massive and formerly reliable con- 
tributors to the General Fund via “fund 
transfers” (about 20% of General Fund 
income), are now struggling to reconcile 
their twin missions of financial stability 
and conservation. 

The heavy lifting’s about to get started, 
as city staff crunches the numbers during 
council’s July hiatus before Ott presents 
his proposed budget to council. That’s 
July 28, after which it’s kicked around for 
another month before the variously 
adjusted measure’s final, September 
approval. The budget’s a topic we’ll cer- 
tainly return to in greater detail over the 
summer - we present the following mate- 
rial as a primer to the process both to let 
you know what’s at stake and to get 
involved, if you should be so moved. 
E-mail a council member. Speak out this 
summer. Leave your own budget-balanc- 
ing counsel on the city’s website. 

Just don’t pin all your hopes (as did one 
poster) on pot decriminalization and taxa- 
tion - for that munificence, you’ll have to 
lobby the Lege and the Feds. Good luck 
with that. ■

What the People Say 

Suggestions good, bad, ugly 

Aside from seeking input on their own proposed budget cuts, this year city managers have 
enabled Austinites to post their own suggestions online. There’s a relatively low signal-to-noise 
ratio, but some potentially valuable ideas have surfaced. For your consideration, we offer the 
Citizens’ Budget Cuts, along with the number of votes each cut had gotten in the city’s online 
matrix, as recorded Monday: 


The Good 

“ Extend parking meter hours to evenings and 
weekends ” 

Votes: 46 

Note: This proposal urges extending payment 
hours from 5pm to 7pm, and implementing 
those hours on Saturday as well. 

“ Quit buying Aeriai Photography when it's free 
and far more current from Google” 

Votes: 21 

Note: While we’re sure the almighty Google 
Maps can’t do everything the city requires, it’s 
a good idea to check out this possibility - and 
other resources that search and social media 
tech can offer the city. 

“ Increase the Local Gasoline Tax ” 

Votes: 128 

Note: Such a measure would put Austin’s 
money where its mouth is when it comes to 
environmental policy - and some of the reve- 
nues could be used to offset projects like 
urban rail. Unfortunately, it first requires a 
change in state law, and thus far the Lege has 
adamantly refused to allow it. 

“ Reduce marijuana related arrests” 

Votes: 359 

Note: While the city can’t directly decriminal- 
ize weed, it can make it less of an enforce- 
ment priority under “cite-and-release” and 
focus more on crimes that matter.

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BIG RANGE AUSTIN One-stop stepping 


Most of the year, Austin’s contemporary 
dancemakers are pretty far-flung, across the 
calendar and across the city: a midwinter show 
at the Off Center here, a late spring show at 
the Dougherty Arts Center there, a couple of 
autumn showcases at the Boyd Vance Theatre 
and Austin Community College, and so on. So 
if you were of a mind to take the pulse of the 
city’s choreographic community, you’d pretty 
much have to devote a year to the task and 
count on touring a dozen different performance 
venues scattered around town. 

Or you could just spend two summer week- 
ends at Salvage Vanguard 
Theater on Manor Road. With 
the establishment of the Big 
Range Austin dance festival 
in 2008, Spank Dance 
Company Artistic Director 
Ellen Bartel provided a forum in which a host of 
local choreographers can get together, show- 
case their work, collaborate, and challenge 
themselves. In just the 2010 edition, starting 
June 25 and continuing through the Fourth of 
July, you can sample work by more than 15 
area dancemakers, and that includes accom- 
plished, established artists such as Andrea 
Ariel, Toni Bravo, Brenna Kuhn, and Anuradha 
Naimpally alongside such up-and-comers on 
the scene as Leah Smiley Tubbs (Ballet 
Afrique), Ann Berman (Forklift Danceworks), 

Lisa Del Rosario (Sheep Army), and Mary 
Chase (Dance Repertory Theatre). And since 
the festival isn’t restricted to Austinites, you’ll 
also have the opportunity to compare and con-

trast the steps of our own movement artists 
with those from Huntsville (NobleMotion 
Dance) and Denton (a contingent from Texas 
Woman’s University’s Master of Fine Arts in 
dance program), plus a pair of Austin expats: 
Cristina Jesurun, currently in New York City, and 
Elizabeth Rose, now in Seattle. 

All this motion is packed into a mere four 
programs. The opener and closer are tried- 
and-true showcases, with seven different cho- 
reographers/companies represented on each 
bill. Sandwiched between them are programs 
that demonstrate how Bartel’s Big Range 
keeps these dance artists on 
their toes: a composers’ chal- 
lenge, in which two choreogra- 
phers create separate dances to 
the same piece of original music 
by a local composer, and a 
music and movement improvisation program, 
with an ensemble-generated score and frame- 
work. (It was the latter show from last year’s 
Big Range that landed on Chronicle critic 
Jonelle Seitz’s list of Top 9 Lasting 
Impressions in Dance From 2009.) It’s worth 
noting that these middle programs are pre- 
sented back-to-back on the same nights, and 
one ticket gets you into both. 

The full schedule follows. Get on down to 
SVT, and you might save yourself that year of 
seeking out local choreographers’ work. On 
the other hand, you might find yourself so 
inspired by what you see that you’ll spend the 
year going out to see Austin contemporary 
dance anyway. - Robert Faires

RANSOM CENTER 

Popping open the Magnum 

Fans of photography started salivating in February 
when the University of Texas’ Harry Ransom Center 
announced that it would be the new home to the 
archive of original prints from legendary cooperative 
Magnum Photos. Having this peerless collection of 
images - 210,000 prints, mostly silver gelatin, 
stretching from the 1930s to 2004 - in our own back- 
yard was like winning the lottery, especially consider- 
ing that the Ransom Center’s five-year agreement with 
the collection’s new owner - an affiliate of MSD 
Capital, the firm that manages the investments for 
Michael Dell and family - and Magnum allowed it to 
someday make the archive available for public viewing 
and study. 

And now that day is here. Last week, the Ransom 
Center announced that it is providing access to all 
1,300-plus boxes of Magnum materials. Researchers, 
students, and Jane and John Q. Public can see for 
themselves the stunning, iconic images created by 
Henri Cartier-Bresson, Robert Capa, Susan Meiselas, 
Elliott Erwitt, and scores of other Magnum photogra- 
phers. The center was able to fast-track the availability 
of the archive by creating a preliminary inventory that 
groups the images under broad headings such as pho- 
tographers, personalities, subjects, geography, and por-

traits and snapshots of Magnum photographers, con- 
tributors, staff, and meetings. 

That was a very deliberate move, according to David 
Coleman, the Ransom Center’s curator of photography: 
“Upon receipt of the collection, one of the Ransom 
Center’s top priorities was to provide access as soon 
as possible to the materials. While this preliminary 
inventory enables that access, our future goal is to pro- 
vide more detailed information, to list personalities 
individually and include subcategories for the series 
relating to subjects and geographical locations.”

ARTHOUSE 

New curator goes public 

When Arthouse reopens its home space in the fall, expect to engage 
with the art in the freshly renovated Jones Center in a wealth of excit- 
ing new ways. That’s because the contemporary art organization has 
brought Rachel Adams on board as its curator of public programs. 

While Arthouse has had public programs for many of its exhibitions in 
the past, it’s never before had someone on staff whose primary 
responsibility was their development and implementation. This is com- 
parable to the organization’s hiring of Elizabeth Dunbar as its very first 
full-time curator three years ago; it’s another sign that, as Arthouse 
grows, it’s willing to devote more resources to in-house professional 
staff who can deepen the public’s experience and appreciation of new 
art. As Dunbar herself puts it: “The addition of [Adams’] position signi- 
fies Arthouse’s commitment to extending the public dialogue about 
contemporary art and creating multiple points of access for all our 
audiences. I know that Rachel’s thoughtful programs will enrich 
Arthouse’s dynamic lineup of exhibitions and projects and provide even 
more opportunities to experience the art of our time.” 

Adams comes to Austin from San Francisco, where she received 
a master’s degree in exhibition and museum studies from the San 
Francisco Art Institute and curated exhibitions at Queen’s Nails Projects 
and David Cunningham Projects. Prior to that, she earned a Bachelor 
of Fine Arts in photography and arts administration from the School of 
the Art Institute of Chicago and was a co-founder and co-director of the 
apartment project space Lloyd Dobler Gallery. - R.F 
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The Things We Do for Love 

One theatre ensemble just can’t quit that miss of myth, Psyche

The story goes that the mortal Psyche - you 
remember her from the Greek myth of yore, 
yeah? - was so deeply enamored of her love- 
god lover, Eros, that after she broke a promise 
that royally teed him off, she was willing to 
go to his mom, Aphrodite - who had a seri- 
ous hate on for Psyche - and run errands for 
her in order to win him back. And being this 
goddess’ errand girl meant performing three 
impossible tasks, the third of which involved, 
quite literally, going to hell. 

A small band of students in the University 
of Texas Department of Theatre & Dance must 
have something of that same deep affection 
for Psyche herself, or at least for her timeless 
tale. They’ve given over much of the last three 
years to crafting an original adaptation of her 
myth and bringing it to the stage not once, 
not twice, but three times. And while the first 
two versions were mounted at the university, 
they’ve been willing to mount the third itera- 
tion, which opens this week for a four-week 
run at the Blue Theatre, on their own, and as 
anyone in the arts can tell you, producing a 
show yourself is its own kind of hell. 

Tom Truss, an actor who’s part of what 
came to be known as The Psyche Project, recalls 
that he and his colleagues “went into the proj- 
ect being amazed that a 2,000-plus-year-old 
story captivated us and inspired so many deep 
conversations and questions.” 

Director Marie Brown echoes that senti- 
ment. “When we began exploring this story, 
it resonated very deeply with me,” she says. 
“I think we all have grown to deeply love 
this myth. It keeps us coming back for more. 
Without that love of Psyche, I think this 
process would never have 
moved past ‘go.’” 

Now, as is often the case 
with love affairs, no one 
going into this relation- 
ship suspected how deeply 
involved they were going 
to get or how long it would 
last. According to Truss, 
this was just an exercise in generating stage 
work sparked by the desire of playwright 
Jenny Connell ( Summer People ) to have “the 
experience of writing a play that had the 
director and actors in the same room as the 
playwright from cradle to grave.” In January 
2008, Connell approached Brown, a master’s 
in directing candidate, with the idea of explor- 
ing ensemble-generated work. They recruited 
Truss and eventually pulled in actors La Tasha 
Stephens, Smaranda Ciceu, and Ben Schave 
and designer Kevin Beltz. That spring, says 
Brown, this busy crew “somehow managed 
to block out a few hours a week to meet, 
embraced whoever managed to join us, and 
slowly began developing our piece.” 

The process they followed is described by 
Brown as “disorganized.” “We operated like a 


bunch of children playing pretend. Our roles 
were very undefined. We all took on jobs of 
every discipline. And we never worked from 
a script.” A different person would lead each 
rehearsal, bringing a different skill set to the 
exploration. Connell, for example, led writ- 
ing sessions. (“Write about a time you were 
jilted.”) Truss led Viewpoints exercises. 

At some point, Psyche and Eros had become 
the basis for their project, and the ensemble 
began to concentrate on just telling their story. 
“We would come up with different modes,” 
says Brown, “such as sitting in a circle and 
letting each person offer a line, having a single 
narrator tell the story while everyone else 
improvised the action, and improvising inter- 
views with the characters.” They did puppet 
versions in which ensemble members had to 
find a prop in the room and make it a charac- 
ter. “Eros became a cowboy hat, Aphrodite a 
squirt bottle,” recalls Truss. “It was quite goofy 
and productive. What was key and common 
in all of our meetings was how much there 
was to talk about. We never wanted to just 
retell the story; we always wanted to add our 
flavor or opinion to it.” 

That interjection of ensemble members 
into the story may be best exemplified by the 
group’s “stop” rule. “At any time, anyone in 
the room could call out, ‘Stop,’” says Brown. 
“The action would stop accordingly, and the 
individual could ask a question about that 
moment in the story, tell a personal story as to 
why the moment resonated with him person- 
ally, or, as often ended up being the case, spin 
off on a diatribe as to why it didn’t make any 
sense why anyone would leave their daugh- 


ter on the top of a mountain or go against 
everyone’s advice to open ‘that damned box’ 
[that Psyche was required to bring back from 
Hades] . We all began to understand elements 
of the tale through empathy with other ensem- 
ble members’ stories. And in some cases, 
those ‘stop’ conversations became seeds for 
what grew into pivotal scenes in our script.” 
For Brown, this personal touch was key to 
making the project’s retelling of Psyche’s story 
true to the tradition from which it sprang and 
yet immediate to a contemporary audience. 
“We were working with an ancient tale whose 
original mode of transmission was oral story- 
telling,” she explains. “At one point, a man 
named Lucius Apuleius wrote down a version 
in his larger story The Golden Ass. Other ver- 
sions exist, but the vast majority of stories of 


Eros and Psyche that we find 
today - other than the traces 
that show up in Beauty and the 
Beast, Sleeping Beauty, and so 
on - can be traced to Apuleius’ 
version. So the act of writing it 
both preserved it and froze 
it in a time and place. Oral 
storytelling changes with each 
telling, even if just slightly. 

Tales that are passed orally can 
stay current from generation 
to generation. So our first job 
was to find a way to bring this 
oral tale back to the current 
day. That meant some things 
had to change.” 

Among the alterations that 
developed as work extended 
into the fall of ’08: The set- 
ting was moved to modern 
times, with Eros’ custom- 
ary arrows replaced by a .45 
automatic that fires bullets 
of love and the Underworld 
becoming a shopping mall. 

Characters were cast across 
gender, with male Truss tak- 
ing on imperious Aphrodite 
and female Stephens play- 
ing Eros’ Olympian sidekick, 

Zephyr. And the ending ... 
well, it didn’t exactly jibe with Apuleius’ 
affirmation of love conquering all (even 
pissed-off goddesses of beauty). But then, 
does the idea of happily-ever-after still have a 
place in this jaded age? 

That’s the question that 
the ensemble wrestled 
with as it strove to cre- 
ate a Psyche for our time. 
“Finding the end of the 
play was interesting,” 
recalls Truss. “We had a 
version that no one liked. 
It was OK, but it wasn’t 
compelling. I don’t even remember what it 
was now; I just remember that it didn’t sit 
well with anyone. So Jenny went away and 
came back a few weeks later with a rewrite 
and a whole new ending. We read the script, 
and the end hit us hard. Some loved it, others 
hated it, but we knew it was right.” 

And in the spring of 2009, a year after the 
project’s start, the ensemble had the oppor- 
tunity to discover if anyone else thought it 
was right. They staged a workshop version at 
the David Mark Cohen New Works Festival, a 
biennial showcase of original work generated 
by students in the department. The enthusias- 
tic response made it seem like everyone who 
saw it knew that the ending was right - and 
everything that came before it, too. In my list 
of Top 9 Theatre Productions of 2009 That 


Did Ascend the Brightest Heaven of Invention, 
I called the show: “The mythic romance of a 
mortal and the god of love rebooted in modem 
times with an irreverent wit and a questioning 
air. This imaginative, whip-smart, wickedly 
funny student work wondered provocatively 
if an ancient myth of love still has meaning in 
21st century America. ” 

Best of all, when festival attendees were 
given the chance to vote on which work 
should be revived for the department’s main- 
stage season in the fall, The Psyche Project got 
the nod. That allowed the ensemble members 
to keep their love affair with Psyche going a 
few months longer and push their retelling 
forward a little more. 

But it turned out that they weren’t able 
to do all that much, owing to a lack of time, 
funding, and a departmental mandate not 
to radically rework the script. Adding to the 
challenges were the necessity of recasting 
the role of Eros and modifications to the 
Brockett Theatre that prevented the com- 
pany from using the original set and staging. 
While the second version was, in Brown’s 
estimation, more refined in some ways, “I 
think we all felt like the restrictions put us 
in a funny middle ground of getting to work- 
shop in front of an audience again and being 
expected to operate like it was a finished 
product. The play was far from finished in 
my mind. Thus the second production only

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fueled the desire to go back to the drawing 
board all the more.” 

And so, even though Connell had moved 
away and several members of the ensemble, 
including Truss, would be graduating in the 
spring of 2010, talk began about a third pro- 
duction in the summer. “Marie and I asked 
ourselves what would make it worth it for us 
to work on Psyche again, and we said music,” 
says Truss. “[We] have music backgrounds, 
and we realized that there were moments in 
the script where people could have full-out 
songs and musical numbers. 

We didn’t get that far, [but] 
we took our first step and got 
Mother Falcon to compose 
music for some of the scenes 
and dances, and they cre- 
ated a few ditties that are like 
musical numbers.” 

They also wanted to give Psyche more 
agency in her own fate. “In the previous 
incarnations and in most of the versions of 
the myth, Psyche is continually saved by the 
gods,” says Truss. “But in her research, Marie 
came across a more ‘feminist’ approach in 
that this was actually a story that was told by 
women for women. It was a rite of passage 
for women to see if they wanted to be mar- 
ried and mothers. It’s a story of action and 
transformation, and we wanted to make sure 
to portray that Psyche had consciousness 
and choice-making in all of the steps along 
her journey.” 


The new production, titled re:Psyche, 
also features a smaller ensemble that cor- 
responds to the one that first developed the 
work and production values simple enough 
that it could be toured. “We hoped to take 
Psyche to other cities,” says Brown. “So we 
threw in the added challenge with this pro- 
cess of making this a ‘show in a box.’ We all 
have in the back of our heads ways to make 
this a malleable acting troupe that could 
pack up all its playthings in a big trunk and 
hit the road.” 

Does that mean that this 
contemporary Psyche might 
have yet another life? 

Truss believes so: “I don’t 
think my destiny is filled with 
it yet. This story has been 
inside me for a lo-o-ong time. 
I read it as a teenager and 
swooned with the symbolism and moments 
of betrayal and true love. Years ago, I cre- 
ated, with a bunch of high school students, 
a giant puppet version on a farm in Western 
Massachusetts. I would love to see our version 
produced elsewhere, and I would like to have 
another go at it with a budget that’s not from 
a shoestring and a heartbeat. I could also see 
doing the full-fledged musical version.” 

“Is this the third and final production?” 
asks Brown. “1 have no idea. Psyche has 
always felt a little bit bigger than any one of 
us can hold onto. I think her journey is hers 
to determine.” ■

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Inspiring Words 

Columnist Leonard Pitts Jr. keynotes the Austin African 
American Book Festival

Ten years after 9/11, it is still sometimes difficult to find the precise words to process that 
defining national tragedy. Leonard Pitts Jr. didn’t have 10 years - he didn’t even have 10 hours. 
A nationally syndicated columnist for The Miami Herald, Pitts wrote his Sept. 12, 2001 column, 
called “We’ll Go Forward From This Moment,” as history was unfolding in real time. (You can 
read it here: www.miamiherald.com/leonard_pitts.) It’s a remarkably nuanced piece of writing - 
raging and aching, patriotic but never jingoistic, confrontational but still inspirational to an 
inconsolable nation. That perhaps makes Pitts uniquely qualified to address the theme of “Black 
Men Writers Inspiring Change” at this weekend’s Austin African American Book Festival, where 
he’ll appear as one of three keynote speakers (see “The Fourth Annual Austin African American 
Book Festival,” right, for schedule). The Chronicle recently spoke by phone to the Pulitzer Prize- 
winning columnist and novelist at his home in Maryland. 


Austin Chronicle: Is today a writing day? Or is 
every day a writing day? 

Leonard Pitts: Tuesdays and Thursdays are 
writing days. Today is trying-to-fix-my-Intemet 
day, it turns out. 

AC: That’s a lousy way to start the day. 

LP: It is. 

AC: So you started as a music critic, right? How 
was the transition going from a very specific focus 
to more general-interest writing? 

LP: Liberating, I guess would be the best 
word. I was a music critic for 18 years, and, 
you know, I started out in the era of Donna 
Summer and Harold Melvin & the Blue Notes, 
Diana Ross, et cetera, et cetera, and ended 
up in the era of Milli Vanilli, New Kids on 
the Block, and Snoop Doggy Dogg, as he was 
billed back then, and didn’t really feel at home 
anymore. I needed something else to do and 
was actually very pleased to be able to make 
the transition. 

AC: In your column, you discuss sports, politics, 
pop culture - is there any topic that is especially 
dear to your heart? 

LP: All of the above, I guess. If there’s a theme 
to the column, it’s fairness and unfairness and 
how we treat one another across the various 
lines of gender, sexual orientation, or religion, 
culture, and obviously race. I deal a lot with 
race, but, again, the larger issue is how people 
treat people. If I had to choose a favorite, I 
guess that would be it. 


AC: You of course won the Pulitzer for your 
post-9/11 column “ We’ll Go Forward From 
This Moment” .... 

LP: [laughs] Everybody thinks that. Actually, 
I did not. Everybody takes it for granted that 
that column won the Pulitzer. That column 
came in 2001; I won the Pulitzer in ’04. ... 
I received a Pulitzer for a package of 10 col- 
umns, but that wasn’t one of them. 

AC: Well, it was certainly deserving of one. Is 
it safe to say that was the most difficult column 
you’ve ever had to turn around? 

LP: On the contrary, it was probably one of 
the easiest. That column was written on the 
morning of September 11 as the buildings 
were coming down. It’s funny you should 
mention, ’cause I was just talking about this 
with the writers’ workshop that I teach at my 
church on Saturday. And the thing is, for me at 
least, as a writer, anger has a way of clarifying 
a whole lot of stuff. So that when you’re angry, 
the writing in a lot of ways is a lot easier. 
Because a lot of the extraneous stuff just sort 
of goes by the wayside, and you’re focused on 
the object of anger and expressing yourself. 
Like all Americans, I’m sure, I was angry on 
the morning of September 11, 2001, and the 
words just flowed. 

AC: It’s also very honest about America’s com- 
plicated national character. Was that difficult to 
finesse, especially in the very immediate after- 
math of 9/1 1 ?

Men Writers Inspiring Change. ” Is that a mis- 
sion statement for an editorial columnist? 

LP: I think that’s a whole lot to ask for 
writing a newspaper column [laughs]. The 
only thing I try to do is try to provoke 
thought, you know? To get people to think 
and to challenge their preconceptions and 
assumptions on any given subject and sort 
of look deeper at our world and stuff that 
sort of flies on all around us. If I can do that 
more often than not, then I’m happy. But 
as far as inspiring change? That’s a lovely 
thought to think, but I think any columnist 
who really feels that is probably speaking 
more to his or her ego than anything that 
I’ve actually done in the world. ■

Tradition’s debut of its men’s clothing col- 
lection on the sidewalks of the 2nd Street 
District.

A CHEF BRETT MYSTERY 

by John DeMers 

Bright Sky, 256 pp., $23.95 

If chefs can be media sensations, why not a chef 
antihero starring in a mystery series? Why not indeed, 
and Houston-based writer and radio commentator John 
DeMers introduces Brett Baldwin, a world-weary culinari- 
an who’s returned to his West Texas roots to run a fine- 
dining restaurant in Marfa. There he finds himself 
sucked into a complicated and confusing intrigue of the 
borderlands that’s rife with lawyers, guns, money ... 
and, oh yeah, international drug wars. 

The culinary-themed mystery genre isn’t new, but 
DeMers sidesteps the common “cozy” into a darker 
world heavily influenced by mid-20th century noirs. All 
the usual suspects turn up in Marfa, beginning with the 
cynical but softhearted hero exchanging witty repartee 
with his hulking and spiritually inclined Native American 
sidekick in charge of firepower. There’s the beauteous 
but duplicitous homegirl making it big in Hollywood, the 
bent cop, the smarmy L.A. lawyer, 
a pair of buttoned-up FBI agents, 
the mysterious drug kingpin, and 
his heinous henchmen. 

And Marfa itself constitutes a 
major character. Anyone who’s vis- 
ited this tiny anomalous spot in 
the wilds of the Trans-Pecos will 
recognize the adobes and the 
ranch folk, the New York art scene 
transplanted to the middle of 
nowhere, the peaches-and-cream 
courthouse and Hotel Paisano, 
the roving Food Shark truck, the renowned Marfa Lights, 
and Kathy’s Kosmic Kowgirl Kafe in Terlingua. Along the 
way, DeMers has fun with literary and pop culture refer- 
ences ranging from Raymond Chandler to Star Wars to a 
triumphant drug lord’s re-enactment of Achilles dragging 
Hector’s body around the walls of Troy. 

Marfa Shadows is the first in a planned Chef Brett 
series, and it’s a good thing - there are lots more din- 
ner specials to dream up, bad guys to face down, quips 
to exchange, and pyrotechnics to detonate. And who 
knows, perhaps even a hooker with a heart of gold will 
put in an appearance. Bring it on! - MM Pack

Las Delicias is located in the small 
strip center that also houses Capital 
City Comedy Club, which has a much 
more visible sign; the center sits on the 
corner where East Anderson Lane runs 
into Research Boulevard. This neveria 
(ice cream parlor), has a selection of 
icy treats guaranteed to chill: fresh fruit 
cups, ice creams ( helados ), fresh fruit 
popsicles ( paletas : con aqua, or water- 
based, and con leche, milk-based), 
aquas frescas, and Eskimo pies 
(< esquimals ). It is also the home base 
for all of the bell-jingling pushcarts that 
cruise the surrounding neighborhoods 
selling paletas and frozen novelties. 

We tried several flavors of ice 
cream from the selection of almost 
20 tubs ($1/2.75/3.75, cup or cone). 
Between strawberry, lime ice, pecan, 
and mango, our favorite was the 
pecan, which had tasty dark swirls of 
pecan caramel running through it. 


There are many exotic flavors to sam- 
ple, such as coconut, pineapple, 
mamey (sapote), rompope (eggnog), 
cantaloupe, guanabana (soursop), 
horchata (cinnamon rice), watermelon, 
etc. In the world of paletas (aqua, 
$1.25; leche, $1.50), this time we 
tried a tamarind with chile that was 
wonderfully sweet-tart and very spicy. 
Our all-time favorites are coconut, 
strawberry, banana, and pineapple, 
but feel free to start your own list. 

We didn’t see any esquimals 
($1.75) in the cold case, but we 
were seduced by a frozen banana 
on a stick, enrobed in rich, dark 
chocolate ($1.35). For Arrested 
Development fans, there is no better 
homage to the Bluth family’s frozen 
banana stand at the pier. It helps to 
speak a little Spanish, depending on 
who is behind the counter, and you’ll 
need to take along cash for your pur- 
chases. In our atomic summer heat, 
Las Delicias makes an excellent 
chilly pit stop. - Mick Vann

by the Triumph Higher Education Group, which 
is affiliated with the Auguste Escoffier Foundation 
and Museum in France as well as descendants of 
the renowned French chef. Triumph will continue 
to operate the school as CAA while the facili- 
ties are updated and expended, and then the 
program will become the first American campus 
of the Auguste Escoffier School of Culinary Arts 
this fall. The Natural Epicurean Academy of 
Culinary Arts (476-2276, www.naturalepicurean.

How much fun is 
it to play Name That Austin Location during epi- 
sodes of Friday Night Lights this season? So 
far, I’ve seen Sam’s BBQ, Galloway Sandwich 
Shop, the Lamme’s candy factory on Airport, 

La Palapa, Emo’s, and Fran’s Hamburgers on 
South Congress. What am I missing? 
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When I first wrote about frozen yogurt in 
June 2008, the West Coast natural tart frozen 
yogurt phenomenon was just beginning to 
take hold in Austin. That summer, there were 
two stores and one trailer selling the tangy 
treat - Piccomolo in far Northwest Austin, 
YogoBerry at Riverside and Congress, and 
Jacob Boone’s roving Mambo Berry truck, 
then likely to be found near Barton Springs 
and South Lamar. Now the two original shops 
have closed, but Mambo Berry is going strong 
on the SoCo food trailer strip (and at occa- 
sional events), and neighborhood frozen yogurt 
shops are now all the rage. Many of the stores 
are locally owned, independent businesses; a 
few are outlets of small franchise operations. 

Kate Thomberry and I recently embarked 
on a crosstown frozen yogurt odyssey with 
delicious results. Of the places we surveyed, 
OrangeCup and Mambo Berry serve only nat- 
ural tart frozen yogurt, and they both use Aus- 
tin’s own award-winning White Mountain 
yogurt as a base, as does Froyoyo. Most of the 
shops offer variations on tart options and 


sweet fun flavors on a rotating basis, with 
eight to 12 machines dispensing self-serve 
portions in the price range of 39 cents to 45 
cents an ounce. Every shop affirmed that their 
yogurts contain live, active cultures. Some 
places enhance their menus with yogurt-based 
smoothies and/or fruit and yogurt parfaits, 
and they all offer the option to swirl yogurt 
flavors together. Toppings such as freshly cut 
fruit, cereals, cookie crumbs, nuts, and choco- 
late chips are optional and figure into the cost 
per ounce. 

All the shops appeared to be prosperous. 
No sooner had we finished our tasting trips 
and written up the story than we discovered a 
Menchie’s Frozen Yogurt outlet that just 
opened near Central Market and a yogurt 
trailer called Hero’s Frozen Treats that will 
soon take up residence in the Longhorn Food 
Court serving West Campus. We’ll surely 
check them out, but it could take some time. 
Meanwhile, we suggest you plan a natural tart 
yogurt refreshment odyssey of your own, 
using this sampling as your guide. - V.B.W.

Health food entrepreneur Jacob Boone sells 
vegan tamales and fruit smoothies out of his 
busy trailer, and we’re sure those items have 
loyal fans. However, the serious Mambo Berry 
addicts we know go there for the original tart 
and green tea frozen yogurts, served in one 
generous size with no toppings, and they howl 
with disappointment when the truck isn’t in its 
regular spot due to special events.

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Jean-Pierre Jeunet wages war on 
war in the spirited ‘Micmacs’ 


VENGEANCE IS FINE

“All you need for a movie is a gun and a girl.” 

- Jean-Luc Godard 


Or, if you’re Jean-Pierre Jeunet, 10,000 guns and a girl: 
Bullets, bombs, and one Godardian girl corkscrew their way 
through this other French auteur’s new film, Micmacs a tire- 
larigot, in a ceaseless ballet/barrage of orgasmic ordnance 
and extraordinary actions. Led by Dany Boon’s slightly 
addled ex-video store clerk Bazil, whose brainpan contains 
a stray round from a random drive-by shooting, Jeunet’s 
band of Parisian misfits (among them Jeunet regular 
Dominique Pinon and relative newcomer Julie Ferrier) wages 
war on war itself. 

Micmacs is no agitprop polemic, though - as if the creator 
of Delicatessen, Amelie, and A Very Long Engagement would 
be so gauche. Filtered through the feverishly whimsical imagi- 
nation of the hyperstylist Jeunet, the very concept of weap- 
ons and those who deal in them becomes less an exercise in 
ethical considerations than an opportunity to fill the screen 
with antic comedy and true-blue romance. From start to fin- 
ish, Micmacs is like a pacifist’s beautiful dream of love and 
vengeance and yet more love. Jeunet’s lovesick salvo crack- 
les with romance but strives for something more tangible, 
and more surreal. 

Imagine a seamless, digitally assisted blending of Chuck 
Jones’ classic Road Runner cartoons with the outrageously 
intricate gags of Buster Keaton and the manic mechanics of 
Rube Goldberg, and you’re almost there. Now back it all up 
with varied snippets of classic Hollywood film scores from 
the great Max Steiner ( King Kong, The Big Sleep) and voila! : 
vintage Jeunet, timeless, lovely, and altogether human. 

“I needed some old music,” Jeunet said while in town for the 
film’s South by Southwest screening in March, “to accompany 
the joke at the beginning of the film. It worked so well that we 
thought we could try to put similar music to accompany the 
other action scenes in 
Micmacs. When we saw 
that it was so efficient we 
decided to buy some of 
Max Steiner’s music and 
use it throughout the film. 

He made music for one 
film per month - his out- 
put was crazy - and we 
had the good fortune to 
find good recordings, 
from the Seventies, in 
stereo. Sometimes we 
put 14 or 15 seconds of it in front of a scene and, wow, it was 
perfect. I had nothing to cut, not a second, it worked so marvel- 
ously. I imagine Max Steiner is laughing somewhere.” 

It’s been six years since Jeunet’s previous film, A Very Long 
Engagement - the director spent two years working on the 
Life of Pi adaptation before exiting the production over bud- 
getary constraints - but if anything, Micmacs is a return to 
the organized chaos of his earlier films with then-partner 
Marc Caro, notably Delicatessen and The City of Lost Children. 

“I wrote Micmacs very quickly after working on Life of Pi 
because I had to make a filml I was literally starving to do 
this. And in my notebooks I had an idea to do something with 
weapons-sellers that was a story of revenge, but with a band 
of silly people, like the Seven Dwarfs.” 
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One of those “seven dwarfs” is Julie Ferrier’s Elastic Girl, a 
character/creation worthy of an entire other film. Jeunet, how- 
ever, points out something most audiences (hopefully) won’t 
even notice: Elastic Girl is actually two different actors digital- 
ly pasted together: “Julie Ferrier is a fantastic creator of char- 
acters onstage, and very flexible, but not enough to play the 
contortionist. So we also hired a Russian girl who does an 
erotic contortion show in Berlin - believe me, it’s very dirty ... 
my Japanese DP was very moved - and we made some tricks, 

digitally, to put Julie’s 
face on the body of this 
other woman. And it 
worked wonderfully.” 

With a typically convo- 
luted storyline that 
speaks to the director’s 
personal feelings about 
arms, arms dealers, and 
the romance of the gun, 
Micmacs could be mis- 
taken - in America, cer- 
tainly - as an anti-gun 
screed. For the director, however, it’s anything but. 

“I don’t want to say that it is a political film or a message 
film,” Jeunet explains, “because, you know, it is not a scoop 
to say that to sell weapons is not good. For me, if I can give 
one hour and 45 minutes of pleasure to the audience, it’s a 
big deal. It’s not just peanuts. Because for that time they 
are going to forget the real universe. It’s also a little selfish, 
because I give to myself the pleasure of making the film, 
you know? 

“At the end, if the audience can learn something from the 
film, if they can think a little bit about the weapons and the 
weapons dealers, then that is good, too. But it won’t change 
the world.” ■

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Men With 
Mommy Issues 

Jay and Mark Duplass rock the cradle of love in ‘Cyrus’

John and Cyrus have one thing in com- 
mon: They both love Molly Scratch that. John 
and Cyrus have way more than one thing in 
common: They both, shall we say, are pleas- 
ingly plump, are no great shakes in the looks 
department, have no earth-shattering or even 
particularly impressive careers to speak of, 
are far from wealthy, and are generally just 
kind of pathetic. Which brings us back to 
Molly, the shared object of desire. John loves 
Molly because she’s beautiful and vibrant and 
she, inexplicably, finds him attractive. “I’m 
Shrek!” he exclaims when they meet-cute at 
a party “What are you doing out here in the 
forest with Shrek?” His lonely desperation is 
palpable, pitiable, which may be what attracts 
Molly to him in the first place. Cyrus, on the 
other hand, is Molly’s son; she is his best 
friend, his playmate, and nothing - especially 
John - is going to come between them, not if 
he can help it. Such is the central conflict of 
Cyrus, the new film from brothers Mark and 
Jay Duplass. 

“In his mind, someone is trying to take 
away the thing that is most important to him 
in life,” explains Jonah Hill, who plays the 
titular territorial man-boy. “The fact that it’s 
his mother may not be socially appropriate 
or healthy, but anyone can understand how 
frightening it would be to have the thing you 
[cherish] most taken away from you.” And 
John (John C. Reilly) is so desperate to be 
loved that he is willing not only to stalk Molly 
(Marisa Tomei) but also to go head-to-head - 
in ways both hilarious and excruciating - with 
Cyrus in order to get the girl. 


Mark Duplass explains the thought process 
behind this unusual predicament the charac- 
ters find themselves in: “We’ve always made 
relationship movies. . . . [W]e thought it would 
be nice to do a true love story, and a love trian- 
gle is always great. Once we started thinking 
that one of the legs of the love triangle would 
actually be the son of the woman, we started 
to get really excited about the tragic and the 
comic possibilities there.” 

Love triangles are indeed a common trope 
in film and literature, and they do often lead 
to hilarity or heartbreak (just ask anyone 
on Team Jacob). The late queer theorist Eve 
Kosofsky Sedgwick posited that patriarchal 
society forces men to fulfill their homoso- 
cial needs and desires (that is, nonsexual 
bonds with other men) via rivalries in the 
form of love triangles. In those triangles, 
the woman is, effectively, a placeholder; it 
is what happens between the men that’s the 
important stuff. 

In order for John and Cyrus to feel like they 
fit in somewhere, they must first work out 
their respective insecurities via a sustained 
passive-aggressive war with each other. To 
allay his loneliness, John craves the fulfillment 
of a romantic relationship with Molly, while 
Cyrus fears what lies beyond the stronghold of 
the idyllic Highland Park, Los Angeles, home 
they share. Both men would be lost without 
her. But it is the struggle between them that 
defines them, not their respective relation- 
ships with Molly. 

A love triangle that includes a mother and 
a son is a complicated setup, not to mention 


dangerously oedipal at first blush. Rather 
than imbue Molly and Cyrus’ relationship 
with an icky sexual tension, the Duplasses 
have written a mother-child dyad that could 
serve as a cautionary tale against investing 
too deeply in Attachment Parenting (get a 
load of that photograph of Molly nursing a 
young Cyrus who appears to be a kindergart- 
ner!). “There’s some terrible stuff in Molly 
and Cyrus’ relationship; there’s also some 
really beautiful stuff in it, too,” hedges Mark, 
who is a parent. “We don’t have any personal 
agenda or feelings about whether we say it’s 
good or it’s bad; we just think it’s really inter- 
esting and fraught with beauty and peril and 
good fodder for mak- 
ing a movie, really” 

“I don’t think that 
Molly set the appro- 
priate boundaries 
with Cyrus, and [she] 
gave him too much of 
a crutch to lean on,” 
says Hill of his char- 
acter’s mother. “He 
felt too comfortable 
being wherever he 
was, when in reality 
at a certain point you 
have to be a parent instead of a best friend.” 
John, the interloper, initiates an awakening 
between Molly and Cyrus that their relation- 
ship has gone out of bounds and that a cor- 
rection is in order. 

Such a story is a risky one, given that Cyrus 
is the Duplasses’ first studio film. The broth- 
ers, New Orleans natives and graduates of 
the University of Texas who have maintained 
strong ties with the Austin film community, 
made a name for themselves on the indie 
and mumblecore circuits with their modest 
comedies The Puffy Chair (2005) and Baghead 
(2008). As is to be expected, there was a 
learning curve involved for a duo with rather 
unorthodox methods. 

“Communication is the key element 
that we learned in working with a studio,” 


explains Mark, who also stars (with wife 
Katie Aselton, also a filmmaker) in The 
League, the FX network’s raunchy sitcom 
about fantasy football. “Jay and I made all of 
our previous films working with our friends 
and our families, and we share a shorthand; 
it’s understood what we’re going for. So, early 
on in the process, we realized that we have 
to be very good at articulating our vision to 
not only the actors but the studio people 
and everyone to make sure that they were 
prepared to look at this footage in a different 
way. We had to get better at that.” 

The Duplass brothers create a completely dif- 
ferent space for their films, so much so that the 
actors wind up doing 
most of the heavy lift- 
ing. “Most films are 
extremely controlled 
environments where 
they set up one shot, 
guy walks up to a red 
mark on the floor, 
turns to the right and 
says his line, they say 
‘Cut,’ and they do 
the response, and it’s 
chunked together,” 
says Jay, who operated 
the cameras on Cyrus and employs a dramati- 
cally different method. “We light the whole 
room and we say, ‘You are free to go where you 
want, say what you want; we know what the 
goal is at the end of the scene, we know what 
your character wants out of this other person 
or other two people, and it’s your job to go and 
get it.’ We bring the cameras to the actors as 
opposed to bringing the actor to the camera, 
which is a big difference.” 

The filmmakers gave the actors a script that is 
a rough guideline for where the story is meant 
to go, but most of the dialogue is improvised, 
which Jay argues has a remarkable effect on 
viewers. “I think the audience subconsciously 
picks up that nobody knows what’s going to 
happen here, an incalculable sense that, wow, 
anything could happen here in this moment. 
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“There’s some 
terrible stuff in 
Molly and Cyrus’ 
relationship; 
there’s also some 
really beautiful 
stuff in it, too.”

That’s what we feel is one of the big things 
we have to offer in our style.” 

This technique creates a tension that 
helps the audience to identify with the 
characters, especially anyone who has expe- 
rienced that delicious anxiety-tinged antici- 
pation that comes with meeting someone 
you really, really like and onto whom you 
project all your relationship hopes. Or the 
heartache expressed by the push-in zoom 
on a cell phone that simply will not ring. 
It also generates some beautifully intimate 
moments, when, like in a documentary, the 
camera captures not the straightforward 
image of the actors delivering their lines, 
but the emotions that flit across their faces 
as they listen to others speak. This lends 
the story an authenticity and immediacy 
of emotion that is so often lacking in con- 
temporary film, and also made the work of 
acting a richer experience for its stars. 

“The big challenge of this movie was 
showing up and being honest every day, 
really being in the moment and connecting 
with each other as characters,” says Reilly, 
who inhabits the middle-aged sad sack 
with alarming verisimilitude. “I think, for a 
movie, it’s pretty close to how it feels to be 
in a relationship with someone. As opposed 
to being spoon-fed some manipulated story 
to get a reaction out of you, it’s much more 
of an immersive sort of thing. It’s a really 
intimate movie - we see people’s warts and 
their sweetness and the things that are not 
so sweet about them.” His co-star agrees. 
“I would say it’s a very human, relatable, 
honest, genuine story about people trying 
to fit in with each other,” says Hill. 

“It’s emotionally honest, which turns 
out to be a revolutionary thing to do 
these days, since everything’s so packaged 
and designed to please and to entertain,” 
Reilly asserts. 

“I dunno,” Hill interjects wryly. “Did 
you see Avatar?” ■

The Beaches of Agnes

It’s not often that I get girl crushes. When 
I do, I get starry-eyed, full of that breathless, 
“I want to be her when I grow up” excite- 
ment. This week, I had occasion for three girl 
crushes on three women who made me smile, 
laugh, or - swear to God - wave my arm above 
my head while throwing a grito, the Mexican 
version of “You go, girl!” 

First up, I was introduced to the lovely and 
legendary French filmmaker Agnes 
Varda in The Beaches of Agnes 
the next film in the long-running 
PBS series POV. 

Beyond its existence, I am 
unfamiliar with French New 
Wave cinema. I had no idea who 
Varda was or that she was the 
grand dame among her cohort of 
French filmmakers that includes such 
luminaries as Jean-Luc Godard, Francois 
Truffaut, and Varda’s late husband, Jacques 
Demy. And I’d never heard of Varda’s films, 
which include Vagabond, Cleo From 5 to 7, 
or One Sings, the Other Doesn’t. But I got 
an eye-opening introduction to her in this 
wonderful autobiographical film made by 
the sunny-spirited Varda, who was 81 at the 
time of the film’s completion. In addition to 
its invaluable first-person chronicle of the 



French New Wave, The 
Beaches of Agnes provides 
an absorbing account, 
through what might be 
called a female lens, of a 
woman making her way 
in a male-dominated 
field. Whenever I’ve seen 
films about the life and 
work of male film- 
makers, they 
are usually 

( more literal- 
minded, focusing on images of 
the men and their cameras (the 
bigger the better), earphones 
draped around their necks, pen- 
sively peering into a camera or lost 
in thought as another camera shoots 
them. The still shots of them, typically in 
stark black and white - you know the look. 

But the edges around Varda’s film are round- 
ed. She’s self-aware, charmingly conscious of 
being “a little old lady, pleasantly plump.” 
But she is no wilting flower past her prime. 
Surrounded by young people, she amusingly 
breaks down visual expectations to create a 
highly personal but unsentimental look at a 
woman in all her facets as artist, mother, lover, 



friend, and filmmaker. Ultimately, her film is 
an exploration of memory and art presented 
poetically, using mirrors, light, animation, 
and her own good humor. Oh, to have lived a 
long, artistically fruitful life and still be lucid 
enough to remark on it? Yeah, I want to be her 
when I grow up. 

The Beaches of Agnes airs Tuesday, June 29, 
at 9pm on PBS. 

My second girl crush of the summer is on 
Virginia Madsen. Frankly, I never under- 
stood her appeal. I liked her all right in 
Sideways, and she was tolerable in A Prairie 
Home Companion, but I adore her in her star- 
ring role on ABC’s new comedy Scoundrels. 
She plays Cheryl West, the matriarch of a 


family of thieves that she has decided to redi- 
rect to the straight and narrow. It would be 
easier to pass a truck through a keyhole. Her 
recently incarcerated husband finds the idea 
laughable, while her four children respond 
with various degrees of exasperation. But 
Cheryl is on a mission, driven by maternal 
determination. And I don’t know how, but 
somehow Madsen makes Cheryl, stomping 
around with her platform shoes, her big 
hair, and her motherly barking and finger- 
wagging, funny. The series premiered last 
week to tepid ratings, but I’ll be tuning in to 
cheer Cheryl on. Scoundrels airs Sundays at 
8pm on ABC. 

And finally, the last of my girl crushes isn’t 
new but rather a welcome reminder. I’ve loved 
Khandi Alexander since I first saw her in 
NewsRadio. As far as I’m concerned, she’s 
the only reason to watch CSI: Miami. She 
was great in The Corner, but she is royalty in 
T rente (HBO). Her fierce LaDonna Batiste- 
Williams makes me cheer. And her recent 
turn, expressing grief for her brother’s death 
in a New Orleans-style second line parade . . . 
oh! To be that handkerchief held aloft by the 
elegant sway of her powerful arm. Can I get an 
“amen!” up in here? 

The first season of Treme ended last Sunday. 
Good news: The show has been picked up for 
a second season.

O Last Friday, KUT Radio posted the job 
opening for the manager of the Cactus 
Cafe, offering a negotiable salary of 
$46,000, a near-20% increase from that of 
current Senior Food Service Supervisor 
Griff Luneburg.

Contrary to previous reports, the 
2,750-capacity venue (roughly the same size 
as Bass Concert Hall) will not be exclusively 
booked by Live Nation and is scheduled to 
open in January. “Obviously there’s a lot of 
competition,” says Neece, who previously man- 
aged the Arc Angels and Christopher Cross, 
“but the idea is to create a great space where 
everyone wants to be.” 

O Local country chameleon Jesse Dayton is 
trading in his Captain Clegg character for 
Reverend Roy, a Cajun drug lord in The Sinner, 
a short film currently being shot in Austin and 
pitched to Showtime as a weekly series.

ing for Austin City 
Limits Music Festival 
later that year. Since 
2002 (see “Electric 
Skaterland,” Sports, 

Nov. 27, 2009), the 
Austin-bred women’s 
Roller Derby revolution 
has skated to a rock 
& roll soundtrack, with 
acts as diverse as the 
White Ghost Shivers 
and Honky performing 
at every match. Given 
the emergence of 
more than 400 Roller Derby leagues world- 
wide, the Rollergirls’ bouts have also become 
a coveted stop on national tours like the 
2006 double bill of the Spits and the 
Motels. “We’re very DIY,” stresses longtime 
booker Virginia Evans, a molecular biologist 


better known as veteran blocker Cheap 
Trixie, who’s currently recovering from a bro- 
ken ankle. “We almost have to befriend the 
band to get them to play at the price we 
want, but it’s a guaranteed crowd of any- 
where from 500 to 
1,500.” This season, 
the first to be pro- 
grammed by Evans’ 
Hustlers teammate 
Jennifer Carver, 
alias Lady Stardust, 
has already featured 
local favorites Woven 
Bones, the Happen- 
Ins, and Shapes Have 
Fangs, with after par- 
ties spilling over to 
Beer land. On Sunday, 
June 27, Pataphysics 
lace up at Playland 
for an interleague bout 
between Baltimore’s Charm City Rollergirls 
and the Texecutioners, who’ll also be col- 
lecting donations to help fund their trip to 
regionals in Lincoln, Neb.

Dissecting Insect Records’ Ben Webster, 
Attack Formation commander

Butcher Bear should be Red River’s offi- 
cial mascot. He looks like an outcast from 
Gorillaz’s Plastic Beach, a six-foot floppy red 
bear - occasionally baby blue and sporting 
a bloody apron - with a permanent, sharp- 
toothed roar and sideways glance. 

The costumed creature made a perfectly 
odd master of ceremonies for Red 7’s Pride 
Weekend Extravaganza kickoff with Pansy 
Division and Buzzcocks cover band Orgasm 
Addicts the first weekend of June, showing up 
and leaving the gig in character. In between 
band sets, this character anchors the duo of 
Butcher Bear & Charlie. 

From behind a collapsible DJ rig, he spins 
grimy beats that sound chopped, screwed, 
and reassembled, working the crowd in a 
manner that suggests an Adult Swim rewrite of 
Yo Gabha Gabba! while Charlie - former Dallas 
Lyric Opera singer Maricela Mayo - struts 


through sultry club bangers like “Sex Clock” 
and “Misbehaving.” Beauty and the beast, 
performance art with a hip-hop soundtrack. 

“These are good noises; don’t be afraid,” 
the Butcher warns the crowd, before closing 
with a warped rendition of Roberta Flack’s 
“Killing Me Softly With His Song.” 

Beneath the black mesh between the 
Bear’s pointed teeth, the shadowy face 
of Ben Webster is barely visible. A beat 
mechanic with a mathematical mind and big 
band vision, Webster has been a ubiquitous 
presence on the local music scene for more 
than a decade. Just one night prior, Butcher 
Bear - sans costume - hosted the Hot Sh!t 
Summer Series at Club de Ville, a four-part 
showcase for Los Angeles- and Texas-based 
electronic artists. 

More importantly, Webster’s the founder of 
Insect Records and leader of Attack Formation, 


a broken social scene of local musicians with a 
membership that currently numbers 268. And 
it’s still growing. 

“Ben’s definitely a catalyst for creativity,” 
notes Those Peabodys guitarist Adam Hatley, 
a longtime fixture in Attack Formation who 
also records as trap-set collagist Aadm Our 
Hatley for Insect Records. “The boy has a 
knack for getting talented people together to 
make something happen. The feeling bounces 
around and around.” 

“It’s a musical conversation with him,” 
furthers the Big Boys’ Tim Kerr, who helped 
produce Attack Formation’s first two albums 
and collaborates with Webster in Total Sound 
Group Direct Action Committee. “The best 
musicians are music fans. Ben loves what he’s 
doing, and it shows.” 

Society of Friends 

By his own account, Ben Webster didn’t 
have any friends growing up. He had records, 
lots of them. 

“My mom was a professor at UT, so I 
would just walk across the street and hang 
out at Sound Exchange,” the 33-year-old 
native reminisces a few days later, Flying Lotus’ 
Cosmogramma humming in the background. “I 
would go up to the counter and say, ‘Hey, uh, 
what should I listen to?’ They thought it was 
hilarious that this kid was asking to look through 
the 45s. I would literally start from the left 
side and work my way across the whole store.” 

It’s not difficult to imagine a young Webster 
shuffling through the $1 record room in the 
back of the late Drag hangout decorated by 
Daniel Johnston’s frog mural. There’s some- 
thing still mildly adolescent about Webster’s 
demeanor, the bowl haircut 
and excitement, as if he 
still needs to grow all the 
way into his shoes. 

Fostered by the clerks 
and record label own- 
ers working behind the 
counter - most nota- 
bly Craig Koon (Rise), 

Roger Morgan (Unclean), 

Mark Twistworthy 

(Twistworthy), and Mark 
Fagan (Bunkhaus), as well 
as Paul Streckfus’ cassette- 
only Golden Hour - Webster absorbed an 
encyclopedic knowledge of underground DIY 
culture. He even wrote letters to 35 of his 
favorite labels - SST, Dischord, Touch and Go, 
and Lookout! to name four - soliciting sugges- 
tions for acts to check out. Black Flag’s Henry 
Rollins responded on behalf of his 2.13.61 
publishing company. 

“Records are my greatest teachers and 
always have been,” nods Webster. “There’s a 
great sense of community to it.” 

As sacred cows were being sacrificed nightly 
to the shotgun of the Butthole Surfers’ Gibby 
Haynes, Webster was saving up his allowance 
for cab fare home from Sonic Youth and Gwar 
at Liberty Lunch. At the Ritz’s release party for 
the seminal 1993 compilation Love & Napalm, 
he witnessed firsthand the convulsive shock 


therapy of the Trance Syndicate era, courtesy 
of Ed Hall, Crust, Drain, Cherubs, and Pain 
Teens. The effect could be likened to substi- 
tuting Saturday morning cartoons for Frank 
Kozik’s perverse show posters. 

“That was really crazy,” Webster recalls with 
a sly smile. “I remember thinking, ‘I don’t 
know anybody here, and everyone is totally 
wasted.’ I’m watching these bands that are 
very weird and twisted. I was scared, but I 
wasn’t frightened for my life, even though 
maybe I should have been. 

“The music was just so different. I was com- 
pletely blown away.” 

Before long, Webster had fully immersed 
himself in the scene, working the door for the 
Fuckemos at the dodgy Blue Flamingo and 
honing his chops on the drums with psychotic 
grindcore act Society of Friends. He co-found- 
ed Tune in Tokyo, a local post-hardcore group 
that cut like At the Drive-In’s one-armed scis- 
sor, before hooking up with Minneapolis’ Sean 
Na Na and subsequent electro-R&B successor 
Har Mar Superstar. The latter act notched tours 
with the Strokes and a European run with the 
Yeah Yeah Yeahs, but Webster had other ideas. 

“All drummers want to do something else if 
they play long enough,” he says. “I wanted to 
start a band that would never break up.” 

We Are Alive in Tune 

Attack Formation is more a community 
than a band, with Webster serving as its 
founder, leader, and spokesman. 

“I put it together so that I can play with as 
many of my friends as possible and enjoy the 
process,” summarizes Webster, who started 
the project in 1999 with only a four-track 
recorder. “There are no 
rules to it; just do some- 
thing crazy and put it out 
there. The idea was to make 
it liquid, so when circum- 
stances change you can 
change with them. 

“If everyone quits, that’s 
not a big problem.” 

The collective’s revolving- 
door policy turned Webster’s 
North Austin headquarters, 
mere blocks from where 
he grew up, into a sort of 
indie co-op. Until recently, members regularly 
rotated in residence, while the group’s laundry 
list of contributors swelled to include local 
stalwarts such as the Sword’s J.D. Cronise and 
Australian Cattle God Records’ Bryan Nelson 
and national guests, including Ron Miller of 
Nick Cave & the Bad Seeds offshoot Kid Congo 
Powers & the Pink Monkey Birds and Chris 
Wilson from Ted Leo & the Pharmacists. 

The legacy of that period, a musty scent of 
stale sweat, permeates the carpet lining the 
walls of the small one-car garage that serves not 
only as the band’s practice space but that of the 
Crack Pipes and a handful of others. A random 
assortment of effects pedals, cables, and instru- 
ments litters the floor, and comic drawings 
from trumpeter Bill Jeffery and auxiliary free-

lancer Kenneth Holland illustrate the drywall 
in the stairway leading into the bunker. 

“We used to have to line up in rows of three 
to fit,” laughs Webster. 

Attack Formation’s music has been and 
likely always will be a constant work in prog- 
ress, an avant-garde spectacle of urban sur- 
realism and general pop culture subversion, 
with songs and lineups fluctuating like the 
weather. The conglomerate’s grab-bag appeal 
marks a throwback to the glorious noise that 
defined the previous generation, shifting from 
cathartic post-punk to junkyard collections of 
found sound. Webster describes it as “indie 
rock from every possible vantage point.” 

“It’s a constantly changing behemoth of 
sound, texture, and players,” concurs Sean 
Tillmann, better known as kinky crooner 
Har Mar Superstar, a onetime member and 
longtime fan of Attack Formation. “You 
never know what you’re going to get, and 
that’s exciting. I’ve seen them go from 
brutal noise one tour to uplifting pop jams 
the next. It’s just a big fun family where 
anything goes.” 

There’s some method to the madness, 
though. The group’s more experimental, 
polyphonic sprees are reserved for offshoot 
A-Formatik on Tact, while a smaller portion 
of the musicians only participate in Attack 
(iN) Formation. (“This is a more specialized 
area consisting of no more than a single live 
performance per year,” clarifies Hatley.) 

More recently, Attack Formation has slimmed 
down to a fourpiece - Webster, Reagan Van 
Matre, Nick Moulos, and Low Line Caller’s 
Josh Rosenblatt - issuing garage-rock nuggets 
under the moniker the Formations. A fourth 
Attack Formation LP and documentary, Every 
Thing We Put Down Has It’s Ups, is slated for 
release later this year. 

“I do see myself at the center of it all,” 
Webster asserts. “They depend on me to be 
the boss. It doesn’t have to be my way, but 
people do need someone that’s going to be 
able to make decisions. It’s crazy when you 
get that many people together. You have to be 
really diplomatic and really assertive. I want to 
give to the people that are putting in the work 
the most power in a sense.” 


The New State of Sound 

Webster never fully admits to being the man 
inside the Butcher Bear costume, insisting that 
the character was created and is maintained 
by a group of people. Yet, clues to the origins 
of his alter ego are scattered throughout his 
bedroom studio. Fliers from his 2007 retread 
of John & Yoko’s Vietnam-era “War Is Over” 
campaign are piled up beneath his loft, a set-up 
necessitated by the countless stacks of LPs. 

More telling is the Sun Ra woodcut and 
action figures of Madvillain and Quasimoto 
perched above his studio console. That’s fit- 
ting, given that Butcher Bear’s saturated beats 
fuse the subaquatic and nimble cadences of 
West Coast hip-hop production with forays 
into free jazz, all filtered through Webster’s 
uniquely Austin perspective. 

“A lot of times I’ll do quick passes on some 
drums outside and then go back and sort of 


sample myself,” explains Webster, who esti- 
mates that he crafted more than 700 instru- 
mentals last year alone. “I take bits and pieces 
and throw them into another machine and 
start pushing other buttons, taking it apart 
and putting it back together with some synth 
parts. It becomes a kind of amalgam. 

“That’s where you get the real original stuff, 
when you do things out of order.” 

Of course, Webster’s no stranger to unconven- 
tional methodology. He started Insect Records 
last year as a communal hive for his associated 
projects. His niche label recently released an 
incredible silk-screened and hand-numbered 
compilation that was made available only as a 
bonus gift for spending $30 or more at Domy 
Books, Backspin Records, or End of an Ear. 

The 12-song sampler collects efforts from 
Attack Formation local offshoots - the audio 
alchemy of Reaganometry, Strong Silent Type’s 
acoustic beat poetry, and an improbable single

from Butcher Bear & Charlie - plus selections 
from previous releases, like the blues explo- 
sion of Cleveland’s This Moment in Black 
History and Society of Friends’ “DEBO,” from 
its recently released anthology. The only thing 
missing is one of the laptop summer jams 
from Freshmillions’ new eponymous record. 

Aside from a few notable local efforts 
in the pipeline and the debut full-length 
from B-movie sound-trackers Fingaar Bangaar 
(see sidebar “Incubation Chamber”), Insect 
Records is stretching its web across other 
mediums as well, with limited-edition art 
books by Eric Berger and Mike Combs due 
next year. Webster’s also in the “storybook 
phase” for a proposed 3-D Imax film based on 
the electronic symphonies of Austin’s Zorch. 

“I want to keep the quality at 150 percent and 
let that be the driving force behind the label,” 
Webster relates. “When I agree to something the 
limitations aren’t monetary even if I can’t afford it. 
People that go crate-digging, you find something 
for $2 and sit there and look at it, and wonder 
why did someone make this? It’s so elaborate 
and crazy. 

“I kind of like that.” ■

KEVIN WELCH 

A Patch of Blue Sky (Music Road) 

After 30 years in Nashville, Kevin 
Welch now calls the Texas Hill Country 
home. His first solo disc in eight years, 

A Patch of Blue Sky also doubles as his 
local bow since he moved here two years 
ago. While the album isn’t specific to the 
singer-songwriter’s new surroundings, it’s 
charged by accompanying Texans: Bukka 
Allen, Brian Standefer, Glenn Fukunaga, 
son Dustin and daughter Savannah (the 
latter via the Trishas), Eliza Gilkyson, and 
the lone ringer, his longtime sidekick Fats 
Kaplan. Together they take Welch’s well- 
wrought tunes to another level, where 
insights are obvious and emotions tan- 
gible. It’s Welch at his sharpest, begin- 
ning with the intrigue of “Come a Rain,” 
a litany of what he calls “subconscious 
impressions of a bunch of dead icons” 

- e.g. “Jesus was a pagan, Woody was 
a punk, Gandhi was a soldier, Hendrix 
was a monk.” Two kinds of broken hearts 
are sailed on “Andaman Sea,” and in 
“Marysville,” a community burns to the 
ground. Ending with the title track, a sort 
of gospel plea mixed with hope and defi- 
ance, A Patch of Blue Sky feels short at 
the standard 10 songs, but that’s only 
because its spell, whether somber or 
filled with promise, is so inviting.

Well After Awhile 
(Nine Mile) 

Shinyribs spins 
off Gourds fig- 
urehead Kevin 
Russell, and if Well 
After Awhile were 
a new entry to the

ies of the year. Instead, he’s Richards in the 
Jagger-Richards slot of the beloved Austin 
song farmers, rural mentalities in urban drag. 
That’s still selling Russell short: He’s the 
anti-frontman, with a chameleon quality to his 
singing that swings from cornpone honk to 
silky soul in a breath. Better, he’s a prolific 
songwriter of remarkable ability, capable of 
twisting that voice around his hardscrabble 
songs with unexpected emotion. “I’m a little 
bit crazy, but I ain’t no fool,” he croons on 
“Country Cool,” sage advice for sly lyrics 
that brag, “I don’t like giving my dollars to 
China ... but I’ll give ’em all to Mexico and 



Milwaukee, 12 aluminum cans at a time.” Like 
Russell’s unscripted performances, Awhile 
dances a checkered floor of sweet waltzes 
and laments (“Morning’s Night,” “Fisherman’s 
Friend”), divine spiritual fervor (“Shores of 
Galilee”), and funky beats (“East TX Rust”) 
and ends the night with a cover of Sam 
Cooke’s “A Change Is Gonna Come” so sub- 
lime it demands an encore.

THE MERCERS 

Giant (Victim) 

Bolstered by the 
melodic brooding 
of Peter Wagner, 
the Mercers’ sec- 
ond seven-song 
platter following 
their 2007 debut 
LP, Pretty Things Walk, strikes as the local 
quartet’s most potent yet. Tempering their 
previous rock surges without compromising 
the power, Giant reins in to let go. Wagner’s 
gritty, understated vocals fall somewhere 
between Micah P. Hinson and Damien Jurado, 
with a cumulative effect of steel guitar on 
songs such as opener “Laredo,” which rings 
of fellow Austinites Mice & Rifles. The percus- 
sive bruise driving “A Seat on the Starla” and 
seven-minute surge of “Gamblers” drill down 
with a weight commensurate to the lyrical 
heft, while “Abattoir” and “NGO” turn poppier 
inflections over stunted chords and uneasily 
treaded yelps.

LEATHERBAG 

Hey Day 

Ever since he 
adopted the moniker 
Leatherbag, Randy 
Reynolds has drawn 
Dylan comparisons 
for his raspy deliv- 
ery and Blonde on 
Blonde-era poeti- 
cism. The most striking similarity is his abil- 
ity to change directions, from the serene folk 
narratives of 2006’s So Long , Sweethearts 
and Love Me Like the Devil to his No Bridges 
to Cross collaboration and experimental noise 
side project Diamondhead. Here on Hey Day, 
the prolific local songsmith and producer 
settles into a groove, expanding on the clas- 
sic power-pop and New Sincerity realism 
of last year’s Everything I Once Knew and 
Tomorrow EPs in the wake of his expansive 
2008 breakthrough Love & Harm. Guitar 
anthem “Forever Blue” eulogizes Alex Chilton, 
while the refined quartet tears into “Lines” 
like Crazy Horse at the Fillmore East, and 
“Senseless Irony” offers up a straight shot of 
rock. The newly married Reynolds also crafts 
some of his finest ballads to date in the

Connecting the dots from the Goodie 
Mob to the Geto Boys, the League of 
Extraordinary Gz - eight local rappers 
from Dred Skott, Southbound, and C.O.D. 

- is Austin’s first rap supergroup. Its 
latest mixtape builds off the buzz of the 
first Concealed Weapons assault and 
raises the bar for the forthcoming debut 
from the Wu-Tang of Texas. Take it from 
Esbe: “Get ready, ’cause when it comes, 
it’s on, mufucka!” The sprawling mix- 
tape, mixed by the dynamic duo of Wes 
Sanders and DJ Knowledge, is nails-hard 
and whip-smart with 21 tracks of reality 
rap twisting ATX tales from Sixth Street 
to the Pink Monkey. Mr. Greezo, Reggie 
Coby, S. Dot, Sandman, and co. spit street politics and take aim at fad-chasing, skinny- 
jeans-rocking rappers before closing with “Trae Day,” a middle finger to commercial radio 
and show of support for the Box-banned Houston MC.

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In May, Britain’s Norfolk District Council banned the traditional barroom 
game of dwile flonking just as the inaugural world championships were to take 
place at the Dog Inn pub in Ludham, Great Yarmouth. The game, which some 
believe has been played since medieval times, calls on players to fling a beer- 
soaked rag from the end of a small stick toward the face of an opponent, and in 
the event the tosser misses the target two straight times, he must quickly down 
a half-pint of ale. The council called the game a health and safety problem. 


LEAD STORY 

Catholic Youth Organization coach Michael 
Kman, 45, was charged in May with various 
misdemeanors regarding an alleged attempt 
over a several-month period to fix kids’ 
basketball games for Kman’s Our Lady of 
Lourdes church team in East Pennsboro 
Township, Pa. According to police, Kman 
sent multiple text messages to referees Jay 
and Jon Leader, offering them as much as 
$2,500 if certain games reached the “right 
outcome.” The Catholic Diocese of Harrisburg 
has suspended Kman from coaching. In his 
day job, Kman is a financial consultant. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

Among the unique dining experiences of 
the Beijing Zoo is the ability of patrons to 
view an exhibit of frolicking hippopotamuses 
and then step into the zoo’s restaurant and 
dine on such dishes as toe of hippopotamus. 
Also available: kangaroo tail, deer penis, ant 
soup, and other delectables. Animal welfare 
activists condemned the dining experience, 
according to a dispatch in London’s Guardian. 

LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

Virginia state inmate Kendall Gibson, who 
is serving 47 years for abduction and robbery 
committed at age 18, has spent the last 10 
years in the prison’s “hole,” 23 hours a day 
in a cell “the size of a gas station restroom” 
(wrote an Associated Press reporter), not 
because he’s a danger to the prison popula- 
tion but because he won’t cut his hair. Gibson 
is a Rastafarian and says his dreadlocks are 
devoutly authorized by the spiritual lord Jah. (A 
1999 Virginia prison regulation requires admin- 
istrative segregation for long-haired inmates.) 

In May, in a news reverberation heard 
around the Arab world from the city of 
Al-Mubarraz, Saudi Arabia, a “policeman” 
from the notorious Commission for the 
Promotion of Virtue and Prevention of Vice 
approached a young couple in public to 
demand the woman’s ID, and the woman 
beat up the cop. Charges are pending 
against her, but women’s rights activists 
across the Muslim world are reporting the 
incident as a watershed moment, according to 
the Media Line (Middle East) news agency. 

Nelson Derbigney’s second wife, Laura, is 
a Hispanic Catholic, but his first wife has a 
court order that Nelson’s and her joint-custo- 
dy son from that first marriage will be raised 
as an Orthodox Jew like his mother. That 
means that stepmother Laura must learn to 
create a strict kosher lifestyle when the son 
stays with his dad. (Said Laura’s lawyer, of 
the logical extension of the court order, if 
one substituted “fundamental Islam” for 
“Orthodox Judaism,” Catholic Laura might 
have to wear a burqua in public.) 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Standing firm under severe local criticism, 
John Chianelli (the chief mental-health admin- 
istrator of Milwaukee County, Wis.) has begun 
housing aggressive males and vulnerable 
females together in the same unit. Chianelli 
defended his decision with research show- 
ing that, in similar facilities, female patients 
provided a civilizing influence that reduced 


males’ propensities to violence - at least 
males’ violence against other males. 

Bucket Lists: 1) Patricia Edwards, 51, 
was arrested in Sanford, Fla., in March after 
being identified as the woman who walked 
into a Bank of America branch, handed 
over a robbery note, and walked out with 
money. After being quickly nabbed, she 
explained: “There was no plan, no nothing, 
just impulse. I think everyone should have 
a list of things they want to do before they 
[die].” 2) Still stuck on the bucket list (until 
recently) of great-grandmother Rosemary 
Douglas was her regret that, at 81, she had 
still never collected child support payments 
for her son, who is now 60, from the “boy’s” 
father, Urban Joseph Grass, now 82. In a Los 
Angeles court filing in April, she claimed $50 
per month from the date of the 1951 court 
order (totaling, including interest, $57,000). 

“A Brave Man’s Solution to Baldness” 
(Read an April Toronto Star Headline): Philip 
Levine, 28, working with artist Kat Sinclair, 
initially solved the problem of his “boring” 
shaved head by having her paint original 
murals on his dome, with the result that he 
became a star in the London club scene. 
Since then, Levine has upgraded to painstak- 
ingly laying jewelry designs on his bald head, 
employing hundreds of thumbtack-sized 
Swarovski crystals to create a “swooping, 
shimmery, rockabilly” dome that dazzles in 


the light. The crystals shed after about a day, 
creating the opportunity for more designs. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) Scottish TV personality Drew McAdam, 
a professional body-language reader who 
advises the Five network’s Trisha talk show 
on whether guests with fabulous stories 
are telling the truth or not, was rejected 
for jury duty in May after being called by 
the Livingston Sheriff Court. (Obviously, at 
least one of the lawyers thought his side 
would have a better chance without an 
“expert” lie-detector evaluating witnesses.) 
2) Restaurateur Ted Bulthaup told WRTV 
in Indianapolis in May that he had finally 
convinced the Internal Revenue Service 
of a rare, “five-figure” income tax reduc- 
tion based on years of unusual “disaster” 
losses. Bulthaup proved to the IRS that 
he was making good money until Conseco 
Fieldhouse was built in his downtown neigh- 
borhood (occupied 40 nights a year by the 
mediocre Indiana Pacers NBA team), which 
caused his business to fall off sharply.

The Angel of Goliad distinguished herself during the bloody 
months of the Texas Revolution with her compassion. The story of 
Francita Alavez’s efforts to save Texan prisoners from execution by 

the Mexican army is one of the seldom-told sto- 
ries of the war. A statue, bust, and painting at 
Presidio la Bahia outside of Goliad commemorate 
her brave deeds. 

In 1835, illegal immigrants from the U.S. were 
pouring across the Sabine River into the Mexican 
province of Texas, many of them spoiling for a 
fight. Stephen F. Austin’s system of legal colonies 
had collapsed, and the call for Texas indepen- 
dence brought the Mexican army to protect its 
northern province. 

At the outset of the Texas Revolution in 1836, 

Mexico was being attacked by multiple armies from 
the United States. Mexican general and President 
Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna obtained a decree 
from the Mexican Congress directing that all for- 
eigners taken in combat should be treated as 
pirates and executed. Hoping to slow the flood of 
volunteers, Santa Anna ordered that no prisoners 
would be taken from the insurgent army. 

Gen. Jose de Urrea, commander of a Mexican 
regiment marching up the coast from Matamoros, 
was disgusted by the execution decree and com- 
plied only when given a direct order by Santa Anna. 

Francita was traveling with Urrea’s army as the sweetheart of Capt. Telesforo Alavez, a cavalry 
officer and paymaster. She was described as a beauty, about 20 years old with long black hair. At 
the port of Copano Bay she had her first experience with the harsh treatment afforded prisoners of 
the Mexican army. She nursed a group of captured volunteers from Mississippi and eventually 
helped some escape. 

It was at Goliad that Francita performed her greatest mission of mercy. On the night before 342 
captured Texans were to be executed, she helped 28 prisoners escape, including two teenage 
boys. When Capt. Alavez was transferred to Victoria, she once again came to the aid of Texan pris- 
oners by sneaking them provisions and carrying messages. 

After the defeat of the Mexican army at San Jacinto, Francita followed Capt. Alavez to Mexico 
City where he abandoned her. A group of Texans who knew of her humanitarian acts found her liv- 
ing in Matamoros and helped her settle in Texas. 

The site of the Texas army’s bloodiest day, Presidio la Bahia was rebuilt in the 1960s and 
became a National Historic Landmark in 1967. The combination of the fort and Mission Espfritu 
Santo in Goliad State Park on the opposite bank of the San Antonio River is a rare surviving exam- 
ple of a Spanish Colonial compound. 

Presidio la Bahia is one mile south of Goliad on Highway 183. The fort and museum are open 
daily from 9am to 4:45pm. For a unique lodging experience, visitors can spend the night in the 
former priests’ quarters. For information on the presidio, call 361/645-3752 or go to

With the win, the Aztex improve to 8-2-3 on the season - three wins more than 
anyone else in the league. Just three nights later, the Aztex got their second-ever hat trick - 
this one from new roster addition Peri Marosevic, who’s here on loan from FC Dallas - in a 
3-1 win over the Arizona Sahuaros in the second round of the U.S. Open Cup at Flouse Park.

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Before I go off on a big tangent, I’ll address the basic stuff. 
Becky’s New Car is a fun play about a woman who accidentally 
winds up in an extramarital affair. It’s an ensemble comedy 


written and, at Zach Theatre, directed 
by Steven Dietz; the actors in Zach’s 
production (led by the excellent Lauren 
Lane as Becky) look like they’re having a 
great time; and the costumes by Ariana 
Schwartz are eye-catching. 

Now the tangent: When I was in college, 
the director of some department or other 
mentioned to me that he was rereading King 
Lear. “It makes sense to me now in a way it 
just didn’t when I read it in undergrad,” he 
said. “It’s just more profound now.” 

There are some plays (and novels and 
films and operas and so on) that are like 
that. It’s not like King Lear is useless to 
a 19-year-old or that an undergraduate’s 
insights into the play aren’t valuable. Only, 
the context you get from living through the 
next 20 years gives a certain perspective 
on the work. Our Town, which Zach Theatre 
also produced earlier this year, is another 
of those plays where slightly older audience 
members pick up something from the play 
that younger people don’t see, at least not 
in the same way. 

I have a suspicion that I’m not yet old 
enough to appreciate fully Becky's New Car. 
(I’m 31, by the way.) I saw other audience 


members about my age having a great time, 
so please, don’t stay away if you’re not yet 
collecting Social Security. Rather, the sad- 
ness that lurks within this lovely comedy is 
one that I and my peers are currently view- 
ing from a relative distance. 

However, since Zach is not likely to extend 
the play’s run by 20 years, I’ll take my best 
shot at describing it now. Becky's New Car 
tells a story centered around what might be 
passed off as ennui. It’s a confrontation with 
the compromises people make to achieve a 
level of comfort in their daily lives. The play 
also takes place at a point when Becky’s 
marriage has become deeply familiar after 
many years in one place. Not boring, neces- 
sarily, but deeply familiar. “Midlife crisis” 
carries too shallow a connotation. It’s more 
of an extreme midlife confusion that puts 
Becky and all her loved ones at risk. 

I suspect that Becky's New Car may also 
be an excellent substitution for the usual 
premarital counseling offered to engaged 
couples. It’s a little like the gruesome vid- 
eos they showed you in driver’s ed to scare 
you into driving nicely; except in Becky’s 
New Car, there is more than death. There is 
also hope. - Elizabeth Cobbe

And yet, in a room of the Downtown galleries 
of the Austin Museum of Art, there they are, 
these contrasting aspects of nature in rare 
and beauteous balance, as embodied in two 
sculptures by Austin artist Sunyong Chung 
and exhibited as part of the museum’s ongo- 
ing “New Works” series. 

With the work One Year, we are squarely 
earthbound. The massive ring, nine feet in 
diameter, sits low to the ground, about the 
height of a bench, and its massive solidity 
and weight contribute to the impression of it 
being rooted there, an outcropping of the plan- 
etary crust. Porcelain tiles cover its surface, 
inside and outside the ring, depicting a pro- 
gression of the seasons, with representative 
images of the natural world in each portion of 
the year: mountains blanketed in snow, trees 
luxuriant with new green foliage, pale blue 
waters, ripe cherries ready for harvest. Chung 
has covered the structure with dozens and 
dozens of tiles, and the images on them are 
both large and small, so that a stroll around 
the sculpture yields delights in the discoveries 
of her tributes to nature: a sequence of a set- 
ting sun (or is it rising?), the smiling skull of a 
toothy predator, silhouetted birds winging their 
way across a lilac patch of sky. Indeed, the 
vantage point of most viewers will be that of a 
bird, or perhaps a deity, high above the earth 
where all the beauties of the earth in its cycle 
of life can be observed. And Chung’s depic- 
tion is so captivating that one is tempted to 
keep walking and go through that cycle of life 
and rebirth again and again and again. 

Tearing oneself away from the earth leads, 
however, to a reward in heaven. The com- 
panion sculpture to One Year is as much of 
air as its fellow is of earth. The Dance is an 
8-foot vortex of paper and string suspended 
from the ceiling so that it hovers above the 
floor. To be fair, Chung’s inspiration for the 
piece, as revealed in the printed pamphlet 
produced for the exhibition, owes more to 
cellular spirals and twirling dancers. To my 
eye, though, the structure suggests those 
spectacular, churning towers of clouds some- 
times seen during serious storms. The circu- 


lar layers of crimped white paper - imagine 
a levitating stack of giant Elizabethan collars 
- are as light as One Year’s tiles are heavy 
and, with the ample spaces between them, 
suggest the insubstantiality of those snowy 
sky dwellers. And though it’s clearly hanging 
there by strings, because the air generated 
by your own motion around it will cause the 
piece to move, it feels more like it’s floating. 

As with One Year, you’re drawn to circle 
The Dance, and each turn brings happy dis- 
coveries. In this case, Chung has inserted 
into each of its layers elaborate little paper 
sculptures: cones within cones within cones, 
like a nesting doll of miniature twisters; 
platelike circles punched with so many holes 
as to resemble lace doilies; banners shred- 
ded almost to the fineness of hair; delicate 
cut-out figures that call to mind silhouetted 
paramecia. In this white-on-white structure, 
some are camouflaged like white rabbits on 
snow, and seeing them requires more than a 
casual look. But then, peering in is part of the 
pleasure of the piece; you become like one of 
those pilots flying a small plane into the eye 
of a hurricane, to spy that which is hidden so 
high above the earth. And part of what you 
spy here is a monumental steel corkscrew 
spiraling through all that paper, the metal 
spine on which all this airiness is hung. This 
weighty bar is startlingly incongruous in the 
midst of so much lightness, and yet it also 
seems to belong here, like the booming thun- 
derbolt that lives inside the feathery cloud. 

In leaving Chung’s sculptures through the 
galleries currently filled with digital images 
by Chris Jordan, you’re confronted with stag- 
gering levels of consumption by the human 
race and its deleterious impact on the envi- 
ronment. Seeing them after seeing One Year 
and The Dance adds to our appreciation 
of what we’re losing through this rampant 
waste. Through these two ambitious and 
exquisitely crafted works, Chung has given 
us a glimpse of nature unravaged by man, 
of heaven and earth in balance, in harmony. 
Not Eden or Paradise, just the world as it 
should be. - Robert Faires

The Most Fabulous 
Story Ever Told

This is the story of Adam and Steve, the first people. They 
live in a beautiful garden created by God. At first there’s only 
Adam, but Steve appears not long after, and they date and 
kiss and have anal sex and, eventually, get out of the garden. 


(Bet you saw that conning.) After they get 
out, they meet Jane and Mabel, invent a 
whole bunch of stuff, including canapes and 
pressed linen, get caught in a great flood, 
have sex with a variety of animals, and are 
captured by a pharaoh. 

And that’s just the first act, which ends 
with Mabel’s immaculate impregnation and 
the birth of Jesus Christ. The second act 
is a bit more conventional, since it encom- 
passes a single Christmas evening in a New 
York City loft instead of the entire length of 
the Old Testament and part of the New. You 
see the same characters, and they’re all still 
gay, but now one of them is about to have a 
baby and one of them is about to die. 

Ya gotta say it: Playwright Paul Rudnick 
has some guts. But while you might think 
the Christian faith takes the greatest skewer- 
ing in this great gay opus, you’d be thinkin’ 
wrong. Rudnick makes fun of gay men and 
lesbians more than he does Christians. 
Rudnick has a soft spot for the birth of Jesus 
Christ (how could you not?) and for Christmas 
as well, but not necessarily because he 
believes Christ was the son of God - I think 
he just loves babies - or that he considers 
December 25th a great religious holiday - I 
think he just loves the kitsch. More than any- 
thing else, The Most Fabulous Story Ever Told 
is a celebration of love. Granted, it’s gay love, 


but gay love is still love, people! Christianity is 
only the backdrop. 

City Theatre’s production of the play 
doesn’t quite come up to Rudnick’s script, 
but that would be difficult to do since you 
have to do the creation of the world right 
at the top. Director Daniel LeFave has his 
actors play a campy style in the first act, 
and it works well for the most part, par- 
ticularly in the hands of Scott Poppaw, who 
plays the Pharaoh to over-the-top perfection. 
But some of that style bleeds into the sec- 
ond act, and it doesn’t serve quite as well in 
a New York City loft. While some of the other 
performances stand out, especially Elizabeth 
Bigger’s turn as a very sweet Mormon, some 
of the character choices seem arbitrary, 
based more on the choice of acting style 
than on the circumstances of the play. 

About 30 protesters were standing out- 
side the City Theatre on the night I attend- 
ed, holding up quotes from the Bible and 
images of the Virgin Mary. Ostensibly, they 
were from a Catholic charitable organiza- 
tion called America Needs Fatima and were 
objecting to the play’s depiction of the Virgin 
Mary as a lesbian. I found it refreshing, in a 
way, that they were not protesting the depic- 
tion of the first man taking it up the ass. 

Or perhaps they just hadn’t seen this 
fabulous play. - Barry Pineo

“Never ask for what ought to be offered,” 17-year-old Ree 
Dolly (Lawrence) admonishes her younger brother and sister. 
Despite their hunger and destitution, the Dolly clan will know 


the difference between right and wrong and 
learn the codes of behavior that govern the 
isolated social milieu in these Ozark Mountain 
backwoods of Missouri. It’s an almost her- 
metically sealed environment ruled by its 
own moral laws and customs, traditions that 
have been further skewed by years of pov- 
erty, rampant methamphetamine abuse, and 
the callous concern of outsiders. Dolly has 
become the de facto parent of young Sonny 
(Stone) and Ashlee (Thompson). Her father is 
one of the best speed cookers in the area, 
and her mother has become catatonic and 
useless from worry and a broken 
heart. As the film (which is adapted 
from the novel by Daniel Woodrell) 
begins, Ree’s remaining world is 
about to crumble because her father 
has put up their house and timber 
acres as bail, and now he’s nowhere 
to be found, and their home and 
property is on the verge of govern- 
ment seizure. But Ree is determined to not 
let that happen. “Never ask for what ought to 
be offered,” could also sum up my feelings 
about Granik’s film, a work so finely wrought 
that it makes other movies appear wanting. 
With piercing characterizations of people who 
are as hardscrabble and unforgiving as their 
environment yet as unbowed and mighty as 
the ancient trees, Winter's Bone never hits a 
false note. The people can be harsh and cruel 


to one another, but in a perverse way, their 
behavior is a sort of kindness, a no-nonsense 
warning to stay away from that which can only 
bring greater trouble. Their dialogue is usu- 
ally as spare as their no-frills surroundings. 
Granik is just as judicious with her imagery, 
neither sentimentalizing nor patronizing 
her characters. She draws amazing perfor- 
mances from her actors. Her first full-length 
film, 2004’s Down to the Bone, was the first 
time most people recall every seeing Vera 
Farmiga onscreen, where her gut-wrenching 
performance left viewers amazed. In Winter's 
Bone, newcomer Lawrence also 
delivers an astonishingly lived-in 
performance. Arrestingly good, too, 
is former Austin actor Hawkes’ 
turn as Ree’s uncle Teardrop, a 
man caught between the demands 
of his own meth addiction and his 
feelings for his brother’s family. All 
the adults in Ree’s life are flawed 
human beings, but that somehow makes this 
girl stronger. Winner of the Grand Jury Prize 
and the Waldo Salt Screenwriting Award earli- 
er this year at Sundance, Winter's Bone is the 
kind of film that should be offered to us more 
often. Maybe, like Ree, we shouldn’t ask for 
what ought to be offered, but the least we 
can do is say thank you with our box-office 
dollars. - Marjorie Baumgarten

CYRUS D: Jay Duplass, Mark Duplass; 

with John C. Reilly, Jonah Hill, Marisa Tomei, 
Catherine Keener, Matt Walsh. (R, 93 min.) 

With Cyrus, the transition of the Duplass 
brothers from their germinal Austin filmmak- 
ing roots into full-blown Hollywood filmmak- 
ers is complete - even though their new 
comedy, Cyrus , will not be mistaken for any 
studio-generated yukfest. However, the addi- 
tion in their work of an Oscar-tier cast raises 
the Duplasses’ off-kilter material to a new 
high, though the team’s visual improvements 
remain less noticeable and more predict- 
able. As with the brothers’ previous features, 
The Puffy Chair and Baghead, they manage 
in Cyrus to spin an appealing yarn from thin 
narrative threads. Their end result is less 
the point than the process of getting there 
(which may help explain why the ending of 
Cyrus is so unsatisfying). At the heart of this 
film is a story about psychological incest 
in which a 21-year-old man-boy vies with an 
appropriate suitor for his mother’s affections. 
The tone of the film is more comic than icky, 
a quality due in large measure to the talent 
of the actors rather than the skills of the co- 
writers/directors. Hill plays the mama’s boy, 
Cyrus, whose unnaturally possessive attach- 
ment to his mother, Molly (Tomei), poses an 
impediment for John (Reilly), a lonely guy who 
thinks he may have finally found true love 
with Molly who, as we gradually discover, has 
had a good share in shaping Cyrus’ pathol- 
ogy. Yet the story is presented primarily as a 
psychological duel between Cyrus and John. 
Molly remains underwritten throughout: The 
character provides no insight into how things 
evolved to such a sorry state, and the film- 
makers never even tell us how she supports 
herself and her son. Wasting Tomei should 
be considered a serious crime against cin- 
ema. Hill and Reilly are a delightful match, 
however, coyly deflecting each other’s blows 
in their secret game of one-upmanship. The 
Duplasses’ visual style puts the emphasis 
on the characters’ faces, moving the camera 
from head to head so that the film almost 
becomes an accumulation of reaction shots. 
The effect suits the film, as its mind games 
are built on a series of thrusts and parries, 
but the technique gets old rather quickly. Still, 
Cyrus is very funny, and Keener’s supporting 
work as John’s divorced ex also amuses. A pat 
conclusion nevertheless negates the strength 
of the restive narrative that precedes it. (See 
“Men With Mommy Issues," p.42, for a relat- 
ed interview.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

Who is Adam Sandler’s presumed audi- 
ence these days? Is it a) men who came 
of age during the Clinton administration 
and are seeking rose-tinted refuge from the 
emasculating, anarchic Aughts?; b) masoch- 
istically inclined Paul Thomas Anderson fans 
hoping against hope that Sandler will some- 
how, someday repeat his stunning seriocom- 


ic turn as Punch Drunk Love’s Barry Egan 
(or some variation thereof); c) Colin Quinn 
and Steve Buscemi fans, desperate for a 
fix of their heroes’ ever-dwindling screen 
careers?; or d) seriously, who cares? The 
correct answer is probably “all of the above, 
and then some,” chiefly because a review 
of Sandler’s checkered past roles reveals 
a once-daring comic slooowly sinking out 
of sight in a cookie-cutter quicksand career 
that - Judd Apatow’s smart, hilarious, heart- 
breaking Funny People notwithstanding - has 
more or less turned into a rote, staggeringly 
unchallenging, and generally unfunny series 
of riffs on none other than Adam Sandler™. 
Grown Ups is the latest in an ongoing series 
of Sandlerian schmaltzfests that are at 
once achingly nostalgic morality tales (Big 
Daddy, Mr. Deeds) and a stuttery repetition 
of everything that has come before. All but 
gone is the manic, hair-trigger man-child of 
Billy Madison and Happy Gilmore. Sandler 
has almost entirely replaced that aspect 
of his comic character with a sort of child- 
man who looks longingly to the past in an 
effort to forestall the future. Thus we get 
the harried dad of Click, the other harried 
dad of Bedtime Stories, and Grown Ups’ suc- 
cessful (but harried) Hollywood agent (and 
dad) Lenny Feder, who reunites with his four 
best friends from the old junior high school 
basketball team only to realize that his cur- 
rent life, wife, and kids are drowning in the 
shallows. But could it be it’s not too late to 
change? Give us a break already. Grown Ups 
is exactly, beat for beat, what the previews 
would have you believe: a depressingly pre- 
dictable, two-chuckle deconstruction of what 
Sandler sees as the modern American male, 
represented by ex-SNLers Spade (the single 
guy), Rock (the house husband), Schneider 
(the New-Agey age-denier with issues), and 
King of Queens’ James (the kinda-sorta 
familial ideal with still more issues). Perhaps 
that’s too much to read into Sandler’s 
psyche, but, nah, I don’t think so. It’s obvi- 
ous on the face of it that Sandler is, like so 
many of his characters, stuck in a midlife 
rut and spinning his wheels, desperate for 
a way out. Paging Paul Thomas Anderson, 
please. - Marc Savlov

JOAN RIVERS: A PIECE 

OF WORK D: Ricki Stern, Anne Sundberg. 
(R, 84 min.) 

Late in this documentary profile of a year in 
the life of Joan Rivers - her 75th year, in fact, 
although assumptions about that age mean 
nothing when put next to her indefatigable work 
ethic and still-spry physicality - the legend- 
ary comedienne approaches with consider- 
able dread an upcoming taping of a Comedy 
Central roast devoted to her. Rivers predicts 
the punchlines will draw exclusively on her 
extensive plastic surgery - rightly, it turns out, 
as the filmmakers demonstrate in a devastat- 
ing montage of male comics rough-handling 
Rivers in the special (a “tribute” for which 
Rivers was handsomely paid). The sequence is 
unsettling on multiple levels: This isn't a roast; 
it's a charring, was my flinching first reaction, 
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until I remembered this was an hours-long 
affair, edited down to 90 minutes for TV, and 
further condensed here to its most serrated 
sound bites. But from a critical standpoint, 
the sequence needles for another reason: It’s 
edited to blatantly pander for pity. Really, the 
male comics hired to roast Rivers could hardly 
avoid the subject of her famously doctored 
face, and neither can Stern and Sundberg 
(award-winning filmmakers of such politically 
conscious docs as The Trials of Darryl Hunt 
and The Devil Came on Horseback). In fact, 
they zoom in, filming Rivers’ naked visage 
as a makeup artist goes to work. An early 
montage deftly charts both the evolution of 
that face, from a not-attractive angularity to 
her modern-day, tautly puffed and leonine look, 
and her remarkable career, from early stand-up 
appearances in the Fifties and anointment by 
then-king of late night Johnny Carson on to her 
own disastrous foray into talk shows, 1989’s 
The Joan Rivers Show, and the mounting of an 
autobiographical play in 2008. The develop- 
ment of that show, called Joan Rivers: Work 
in Progress by a Life in Progress, gives the 
film an early structure and tension; when 
it abruptly closes after lackluster reviews 
in London, the film becomes more scatter- 
shot. Never uninteresting - and often wick- 
edly funny, with the sardonic, canny come- 
dienne not at all censoring herself for the 
camera - Joan Rivers: A Piece of Work is a 
softball, an entirely sympathetic portrait of 
the artist at an advancing age. That’s right, 
artist - and to a generation that knows 
Rivers only as a screeching red-carpet pro- 
vocateur or as an overknifed monstrosity, 
that revelation alone is worth the cost of 
admission.

JONAH HEX D: Jimmy Hayward; with Josh 
Brolin, John Malkovich, Megan Fox, Michael Fassbender, 
Will Arnett, Aidan Quinn, Michael Shannon, Tom Wopat.

Jonah Hex: He’s not dead, but he’s all 
messed up. Screenwriters Mark Neveldine 
and Brian Taylor (of the hyper-addled Crank 
franchise) provide this DC Comics’ middle- 
tier Weird Western Tale with the X-treme/ 
wicked/gnarly/“Dude, smash-cuts for 
everyone!” treatment. Directed by former 
Pixar animator-turned-replacement-director 
Hayward, the resulting film makes Sam 
Raimi’s The Quick and the Dead look like 
a stone-cold neo-Western thoroughbred. 

It’s not that this punch-drunk exercise in 
extraneous exposition and Adderall editing 
is utterly devoid of narrative sense (okay, 


yeah, it is, kinda) but that the inherent cool- 
ness of DC’s straight-shootin’, spook-talkin’, 
bounty-huntin’ killer with a conscience is 
totally lost in all the vapid, post-MTV clut- 
ter. While watching Jonah Hex, you’ll yearn 
for the comparative calm of, say, The Wild 
Bunch or anything Antonio Margheriti ever 
did (and that includes Yor ; the Hunter From 
the Future). Nonetheless, Brolin turns 
in a solid performance as Hex, a former 
Confederate soldier haunted by the death of 
his wife and son at the hands of his former 
ranking officer, Quentin Turnbull (a ham- 
on-wry Malkovich). Angst-ridden and ven- 
geance-prone, Hex’s dead man’s hand holds 
an ace in the hole thanks to his scarred 
backstory, which includes both death and 
resurrection (by Native Americans, natch), 
leaving him with the ability to communicate 
with the dead. Romance was never high 
on DC’s list of priorities, and accordingly 
Fox’s whore with a heart of gold and (of all 
things) Vampira’s waistline comes equipped 
with more action-oater add-ons (secreted 
ordnance, et al.) than actual charms. Where 
Jonah Hex does succeed is in the intensely 
detailed production design that especially 
re-creates the look and feel of a post-Civil 
War America gone freakish, which is backed 
by some sporadically splendid cinema- 
tography, courtesy of Mitchell Amundsen 
(Transformers). In the end, though, Jonah 
Hex is a sprawling, incoherent mess of a 
movie, all style (bad), no substance (worse), 
and capturing little if any of DC’s Seventies- 
era mucho mojo. - Marc Savlov

Cruise’s character in Knight and Day, a CIA 
agent gone rogue named Roy Miller, is like the 
anti-Frank. He’s unfailingly polite to women, 
especially Diaz’s Boston mechanic June 
Havens, quick to compliment her pretty dress 
or bodily shield June from a fresh barrage of 
artillery. But all attentiveness aside, Cruise’s 
Roy doesn’t seem all that interested in women, 
either; he radiates about as much sex and 
danger as an Eagle Scout (which he proudly 
points out he used to be). We must settle, 
then, for a sort of sexless chumminess struck 
between Cruise and Diaz, and they do seem 
awfully companionable as the wronged spy 
trying to right his name and his sparky civilian 
charge. Diaz’s June doesn’t get interesting until 
midway through the movie, when she makes 
the switch from mostly helpless to adventure- 
seeking (her Bahhh-ston accent waits until 
three-quarters of the film is through to make 
its big entrance). Roy eventually does get 
kissy with June (strictly first base), but he’s far 
more enthusiastic about drugging her against 
her will. Scripter Patrick O’Neill taps that joke 
repeatedly, even as it infuriates the viewer still 
naively wishing her entertainment might be 
tethered however faintly to logic (as in: how 
exactly does a man more than once get an 
unconscious woman through customs and out 
of the country?). Logistics don’t worry Mangold 
( Walk the Line, Kate & Leopold) - fade-to-black 
is his winking way of addressing the plot holes 

- and clearly he expects his wink to be met 
by our smile. Frankly, I don’t like to be bullied, 
and bullying is exactly what Knight and Day 

- overly cute and overconvinced of its own

Jeunet’s Micmacs resembles a live-action 
cartoon, one in which the set-pieces, the 
characters, and their actions all have the 
flavor of physical impossibility and unfet- 
tered imagination. This French film’s central 
character, Bazil (Boon), is a hapless young 
man who lost his father to a landmine in the 
Moroccan desert, and then during the film’s 
opening moments is felled in the Parisian 
street by a random bullet that lodges in his 
head as he leaves work. (Bazil is a clerk 
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in a video store, where we see him 
mouthing all the dialogue by heart as 
he watches The Big Sleep, the classic 
Hollywood murder mystery whose tangled 
plot, in retrospect, is a portent of riddles 
to come.) Best known on these shores 
as the director of Amelie, Jeunet main- 
tains some of that film’s puckish naivete 
in Micmacs while also utilizing some of 
the bizarrely makeshift visual aesthetics 
and discreet social commentary of his 
breakthrough films, Delicatessen and The 
City of Lost Children. Micmacs is not as 
sharply delineated as any of these prior 
films but is still charmingly packed with 
surprises and unforeseen delights. Chief 
among these are the Micmacs them- 
selves, a band of scavengers whom Bazil 
moves in with after he’s released from 
the hospital with his bullet wound healed 
but his apartment and job gone. The 
Micmacs are an odd collection of junk- 
yard angels whose personal narratives 
are as inventive as their surroundings. 
They live collectively in a ramshackle 
cave hollowed out of an immense junk 
pile, a wondrous vision that’s home to 
an endless supply of sight gags. Each 
character, too, is like a cartoon come to 
life. There’s Mama Chow (Moreau), who 
takes care of the clan after losing two 
daughters in a house of mirrors; Elastic 
Girl (Ferrier), a sensitive contortionist; 
Remington (Sy), an ethnographer from 
Brazzaville who writes down everything 
and utters back nonsense; Buster 
(Pinon), a human cannonball; Calculator 
(Baup), who counts everything the oth- 
ers bring home; and others. Together, 
they create an ultimate plan to assist 
Bazil once he discovers the true culprits 
behind the bullets that injured him and 
killed his father. The bad guys are also 
cartoon villains with strange fetishes and 
ambitions. It’s during this stage of the 
film as the Micmacs’ plan of retribution 
takes shape and unfolds - each charac- 
ter contributing in a way that suits his or 
her unique abilities - that the film bogs 
down a bit and Jeunet’s gentle political 
barbs come to the surface. Micmacs is 
never at a loss for imaginative frills; it’s 
the details of the plotting, however, that 
get somewhat mired in the weeds. (See

Depending on your association with the beautiful sport of soccer; you may or may 
not have been in a bit of a huff last Friday You might have been hunting up Mali on 
Google Earth trying to figure out the best place to lob a couple of cmise missiles, or you 
might have been chuckling to yourself thinking, “That’s soccer!” At this point it’s pretty 
much universally agreed that Malian referee Koman Coulibaly’s foul call in the 86th 
minute of the U.S. vs. Slovenia soccer game was horribly botched. Hindsight is 20/20 - 
especially when you have the luxury of half a minute of high-def video showing the “con- 
troversial” penalty kick where several Slovenian players decided to take piggyback rides 
on their U.S. opponents (and really, how could they resist draping themselves around 
those broad, muscular, world-cradling shoulders?) while American midfielder Maurice 
Edu slides through 
nearly untouched for 
an easy goal. That, 
of course, isn’t the 
way Coulibaly saw it. 

Forced by FIFA rules 
to make a split-sec- 
ond decision in what 
must have appeared 
on the field to be a roiling clusterfiick of rules violations, Coulibaly called a foul on 
Edu and waved off the goal. Fortunately, this egregious injustice occurred in a soccer 
game, so most Americans just went about their Friday afternoons blissfully ignorant 
instead of rioting, looting, turning over foreign-made cars, and flashing gang signs in 
the background of video news reports. Had such a call been made in game seven of 
the Lakers vs. Celtics series, whole swaths of Los Angeles or Boston would have been 
ablaze, the National Guard would have been called out, and a congressional committee 
would have been formed to decide if NBA Commissioner David Stem’s severed head 
should be mounted on a pike. This was just a soccer game, however, so the few viewers 
who weren’t secretly delighted foreign expatriates had to suppress their outrage and 
incredulity with things like serenity prayers, hair tearing, and pissy, jingoistic Web page 
comments. In the world soccer community, American outrage is a muffled cry in the 
wilderness, and probably with good reason. When a soccer player blatantly flops, feigns 
excruciating pain, and then pops up as if nothing happened, Americans are incredulous. 
They see flopping as an shameful, cowardly act of cheating, worthy of the harshest of 
penalties. The rest of the world simply sees it as part of the game. Similarly, bad offici- 
ating is seen in much the same light - as something that, like the weather, cannot be 
changed. This fundamental philosophical difference may be part of the reason soccer 
hasn’t reached the same popularity in America as it has in the rest of the world, even 
though millions of American kids actually play soccer. Americans are always trying to 
improve things, weather included. We’re not satisfied with a wistful sigh, a shoulder 
shrug, and an apologetic look of defeated resignation. Americans do not accept defeat 
and more importantly are not content with a tie. Americans want resolution - ideally a 
happy ending and not some morally confusing random moment of existence, beautiful 
though it may be. Maybe someday Americans will have enough influence to fix soccer. 
Ideally the fix won’t come from Vegas mobsters, but from a sincere urge to do what is 
right. If you’re one of those Americans who feel an urge to do what is right, think about 
skipping work this Friday and going down to Threadgiirs World Headquarters at 8am 
for KGSR’s Fan Fare Friday, a musical benefit for Family Eldercare. For the donation of 
a fan (not a soccer fan - something that generates breeze not noise) you can see sets 
by some truly amazing musicians: Quiet Company, Rocco DeLuca, BettySoo, Shinyribs, 
the Gourds, Kelly Willis, Mingo Fishtrap, Malford Milligan, Ray Wylie Hubbard, Jon Dee 
Graham, and an unannounced “special guest.”
